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New Sausalito 
Building Plan 


A group of Monterey inves­ 
tors is proposing a major com­ 
mercial and recreational devel­ 
opment on a six-acre site in the 
Marinship area in northern 
Sausalito 
Called Marinship Place, the 
project would include a five- 
story hotel, offices, two restau­ 
rants, two theaters, a bank, 
retail shops and a health club 
with tennis courts and a pool. 
The San Francisco firm of 
Echo, Dean, Austin and Wil­ 
liams is preparing an environ­ 
mental impact report for the 
project, proposed for the north­ 
east corner of Bridgeway and 
Harbor Drive, the site of a 
former plate shop during World 
War ll ship-building days. 
The impact statement is ex­ 
pected to be completed in six 
weeks, said Planning Director 
Herb Case. 
Representing the developers, 
Monterey Marin, is Donald Ol­ 


sen of Sausalito, who also is the

State Approves New

SACRAMENTO - Years of 
effort by property owners along 
the San Rafael Canal to settle 
boundary disputes with the 
state apparently paid off yes­ 
terday. 
The key to settle title prob­ 
lems, a new survey of the 
canal, was approved unani­ 
mously by the State Lands 
Commission. Approval bad 
been scheduled at the commis­ 
sion’s monthly sessions since 
August, but repeatedly was 
postponed by its staff on the 
grounds that various details of 
the survey needed more verifi­ 
cation.

Seventeen candidates for the 
legislature filed by yesterday’s 
deadline to qualify for local 
contests in the June primary 
election, including four last- 
hour entries in the Second Sena­ 
torial District. 
The four submitting declara­ 
tions of intention to file, a step 
necessary to get on the ballot, 
were Democrats Gordon W. 
Pusser of Lagunitas, Leslie A. 
Grant of San Rafael and Men­ 
docino County Supervisor Er­ 
nest F. Banker, and Republican 
Robert Theiller, a Sonoma 
County supervisor 
Mill Valley City Councilman 
Gerald J. Hood made official 
his candidacy for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination in the Ninth 
Assembly District. 
No contest developed for any 
judicial seat in Marin or Sono­ 
ma, so the seven incumbents 
will not appear on the ballot. 
Pusser, Grant and Banker 
were the only Democrats to file 
in the Senate race, but Pusser 
and Grant may not be on the 
ballot.

Flap Splits Hospital 
On Emergency Room 


Contract System Seen 
Through Different Eyes

Will a new system of providing doctors in 
Marin General Hospital’s emergency room assure 
better care for patients or will it lead to poor 
medical practices which might even end in 
malpractice suits? 
-------------------------------- 
The question has become 
such a hot one in Marin’s medi­ 
cal community that doctors 
who are longtime associates 
and friends are so divided in 
opinion they won’t even sit 
down and have a cup of coffee 
with each other. 
For the some 20 years of the 
hospital’s existence local physi­ 
cians have staffed the emergen­ 
cy room, providing around-the- 
clock care for patients whose 
own doctors were not readily 
available. 
The emergency room doctors, 
who in recent years have 
worked eight-hour shifts, have 
been paid a $10-an-hour retai­ 
ner by the hospital and also 
collected fees from patients 


As of this spring, a 28-year- 
old Orinda physician will take 
over the emergency room un­ 
der contract. He was the “low 
bidder” in a rather unusual, at 
least to the layman, awarding 
of a contract. Dr. Mitchell Koch 
won his new job by agreeing to 
run the emergency room at no 
cost to the hospital — his in­ 
come will come from fees he 
charges patients. 
Other physicians hired by 
him to fill out all the hours of 
the day will be remunerated the 
same way. 
They will practice only in the 
emergency room. Patients who 
need to have such follow-up 
care as the removal of stitches 
will be referred to local physi­ 


cians. 
"I think of the poor old guy 
who falls and cuts his head. He 
gets handed a card and told to 
go see Dr. Jones in a week to 
get the sutures out. He’ll proba­ 
bly lose the card before the 
week is up.” mused Dr Robert 
J. Alderson. “When I put su­ 
tures in someone. I want to 
take them out to see if I did a 
good job.” 
Dr. Alderson, chairman of the 
hospital’s emergency room 
committee and longtime practi­ 
tioner in Marin, like the other 
physicians now staffing the 
emergency room, does not 
think the new system will be a 
good one 
"We’re trading a known good 
system for an unknown one," 
said Dr Norman F Carrigg. 
Nationwide, he said, emergency 
room cases account for 30 per 
cent of the malpractice suits 
filed against doctors and hospi­ 
tals. “I know of no malpractice 
suit that has arisen out of 
Marin General’s emergency 
room.”

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Recruiting Goal 


WASHING TONG (UPI) - The 
Army fell short of its recruiting 
goal in January by IO per cent. 
Pentagon sources said today, 
adding that the service would 
probably miss its goals for the 
next four months because of a 
ceiling imposed by Congress on 
the percentage of high school 
dropouts it can accept. 
It has been 12 months since 
the draft was ended. The Army 
missed its recruiting goals the 
first nine months, then made 
104 per cent of the November 
goal and 102 per cent of the 
December. But officials said 
the Army fell again in January 
and made only 90 per cent of its 
objective. 
January was the first month 
the Army had to recruit under 
a congressional order forbid­ 
ding it to take in more than 45 
per cent high school dropouts 


Rebels Killed 


PHNOM 
PENH (UPI) - 
Cambodian troops killed 50 
rebel soldiers today in a battle 
to recapture an abandoned gov­ 
ernment position on the out­ 
skirts of Phnom Penh, the mili­ 
tary command said 
The guerrillas overran the 
position yesterday at Prek Pra, 
on the east bank of the Tonle 
Bassac River and within sight 
of the United Nations bridge 
stretching across the wide river 
into Phnom Penh. 


Canal Clearing 


CAIRO (UPI) — Egypt has 
begun operations to reopen the 
Suez canal, which has been 
closed since the 1987 Middle 
East war, the semiofficial 
newspaper Al Ahram said to­ 
day. 
AI Ahram said the Egyptian 
cabinet made the decision to 
begin the clearing operations 
immediately so the 102-mile wa­ 
terway could be reopened with­ 
in six months. 
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Revolt Claimed 


BEIRUT (UPI) - Palestinian 
guerrilla sources hostile to King 
Hussein said today an army 
mutiny in Jordan had spread to 
two armored brigades and that 
they are demanding the remov­ 
al of Premier Zeid Rifai and 
the installation of a military 
government. 
The sources said King Hus­ 
sein cancelled a scheduled visit 
to Washington because of the 
army mutiny and had ordered a 
wave of arrests within the 
army to reinforce his position. 
The pro-Jordanian Beirut 
newspaper Al Hayat said muti­ 
ny reports had no basis and 
that ‘there was no mutiny but 
demands for a better pay,” 


Penance Order 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) - The 
Vatican today revised the rites 
for the Roman Catholic sacra­ 
ment of penance to make it 
more communal and more of a 
reconciliation than a “confes­ 
sion.” 
A new “Ordo Paenitentiae" 
(Rules for Penance) issued with 
the approval of Pope Paul VI 
does not eliminate the tradition­ 
al private confession and abso­ 
lution. 
But it does permit individual 
confession and absolution to be 
“inserted into a communal cel­ 
ebration in which the faithful 
listen together to the word of 
God, admit their sinfulness and 
invoke the mercy of the Lord.” 


Prisoner Pact 


SAIGON (UPI) - South Viet­ 
nam and the Viet Cong today 
agreed to resume a release of 
prisoners on Friday, the first 
major agreement between the 
two sides in seven months 
Only hours after the agree­ 
ment Communist saboteurs 
mined a train between Da Nang 
and Hue 380 miles north of 
Saigon. Nine civilians were 
killed and 26 other persons 
wore wounded in the explosion, 
the military command said 
In Saigon, spokesmen said 
the prisoner agreement was 
worked out after seven months 
of deadlock 


Mass Movement 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The 
Chinese Communist party says 
a “mass movement” is sweep­ 
ing the nation to remove “reac­ 
tionary ideology” and make 
China more conscious of the 
turbulent cultural revolution 
The mass movement is based 
on intense criticism of the an­ 
cient Chinese philosopher Con­ 
fucius, and Un Piao, the de­ 
fense minister who died in 1971 
after an unsuccessful attempt 
to oust Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung 
Until recently, the criticism 
of Confucius was confined to 
the philosophical level, but now 
has been extended to factories 
and communes

REDUCTION 
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Nixon Asks 
Continuing 
Trade Push 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon said today the 
world must move forward in a 
multinational framework if 
there is to be success with a 
long list of unfinished business 
and new problems in interna­ 
tional economics. 


In his international econom­ 
ics report to the Congress, the 
President said: "The new prob­ 
lems we face are of such en­ 
ormity that there may be a 
temptation to delay further 
progress toward trade and 
m onetary reform . Nothing 
could be more foolish.” 


“It is particularly important 
that we move forward in a 
multinational attempt to reduce 
trade barriers so that individu­ 
al nations are not tempted to 
‘go it alone’ in seeking solu­ 
tions. I consider it essential 
that we continue to construct a 
consultative fram ew ork in 
which new as well as old issues 
can be addressed,” he said. 


The President listed on the 
agenda of unfinished business 
the negotiations on internation­ 
al monetary reform, advancing 
trade negotiations, and the as­ 
sault on inflation. 


The new problems, he said, 
are assurance of adequate food 
supplies and relief from the 
effects of the Arab oil embargo 
and accompanying oil price in­ 
creases. 
The President said he was 
concerned that the policies of 
oil producing nations “could 
have a disastrous impact upon 
the world's poorest nations." 
The President’s message ac­ 
companied a report to the Con­ 
gress prepared by the Council 
of International Economic Poli­ 
cy, which is in its second year 
under the guidance of Peter M. 
Flanigan. 
Flanigan said the oil problem 
was manageable and if prices 
and policies are left intact the 
U.S. trade balance impact 
would likely be on the order of 
$10 billion dollars, equal to 
about six weeks of the growth 
of the U.S. Gross National 
Product in 1973. 
He said that based on existing 
oil prices and policies a current 
accounts deficit of $3 to 5 billion 
dollars might unfold in 1974. 


U.S. Tanks Found 
Too Flammable 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Israeli Army discovered during 
the October War that the main 
U.S. battle tank, the M60, tends 
to incinerate its occupants be­ 
cause of a poorly designed, 
highly explosive hydraulic sys­ 
tem, according to Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton, D-Mo. 
Eagleton went to Israel over 
the year-end holiday to investi­ 
gate reports of widespread 
complaints about the M-60. In 
addition to the hydraulic prob­ 
lem, he said, the Israelis felt 
the tanks armor was too thin, 
although they liked its mobility 
and firepower. 
Eagleton made his comments 
in an interview early this week. 
Hie U.S. Army, given two days 
to reply, refused a request for 
an interview on the subject. 
“The biggest complaint they 
had about our tank was its 
flammability,” Eagleton said. 
“A missile would hit the hy­ 
draulic system, and because 
the fluid was so intensely 
flammable the whole thing 
would go up in flames. 
Eagleton said the Israelis 
also were stunned by the mas­ 
sive Arab deployment of Rus­ 
sian wire-guided “Sagger” anti­ 
tank missiles. He said they 
were used by the hundreds and 
perhaps thousands in close co­ 
ordination with armor and artil­ 
lery. 
Eagleton said the “Sagger.” 
which costs about $1,500 a copy 
and can be carried and fired by 
a two-man infantry team, was

so effective against Israeli ar­ 
mor in the early stages of the 
war that it raises serious ques­ 
tions about the general utility of 
tanks in future wars. 
Coming along behind the 
“Sagger," he said, is the even 
more sophisticated, tele-guided 
“Swatter." 
Eagleton said the “saturation 
deployment” of antitank mis­ 
siles “causes me to raise ques­ 
tions about what direction we 
should be going with tanks. The 
development of antitank weap­ 
ons seems to be outpacing and 
outstripping the increased so­ 
phistication of the tank itself. 


Kissinger Calls Arabs' 
Oil Embargo 'Blackmail' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Any 
continuation of the Arab od 
embargo against the United 
States can only be construed as 
blackmail and affect U.S. poli­ 
cy in the Middle East, Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger says. 
Kissinger told the annual 
joint luncheon of the Harvara- 
Princeton-Yale clubs yester­ 
day: "I had been led to expect 
that progress on Israeli-Arab 
negotiations would lead to lift­ 
ing of the oil embargo.” 
He noted that the United 


States had helped bring about 
the ceasefire and disengage­ 
ment of troops between Israel 
and Egypt. 
“To maintain an embargo 
now under these conditions 
must be construed as a form of 
blackmail and it would be high­ 
ly inappropriate and cannot hut 
affect the attitude with which 
we would have to pursue our 
diplomacy," Kissinger said 
“If, now, pressure tactics are 
continued, it can only be con­ 
strued as blackmail ...," he 
said. 


More Talks 
In Mideast 
Take Shape

Indirect troop withdrawal 
talks between Israel and Syria 
may begin ic a few days with 
the United States acting as the 
middleman in the negotiations, 
a Tel Aviv newspaper said to­ 
day. 


The 
Israeli 
new spaper 
Ha'aretz said a breakthrough in 
the impasse came when Israel 
accepted a compromise U.S. 
proposal calling for Syria to 
give Washington a list of Israeli 
prisoners held since the 1973 
Middle East War. 


In return, the newspaper 
said, Jerusalem agreed to con­ 
fer with the United States on 
procedures for talks with Da­ 
mascus on a troop withdrawal 
pact sim ilar to the Israeli- 
Egyptian accord worked out by 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 


Red Cross inspection of the 
Israeli POWS would be permit­ 
ted after the discussions are 
completed, the paper said. 


The Israeli government has 
denied reports of the plan. 
In Beirut, Palestinian guerril­ 
las said today two divisions of 
rebel army troops have sur­ 
rounded key installations out­ 
side the Jordanian capital of 
Amman to press demands for a 
military government. 


Jordanian Premier Zeid Rifai 
denied reports of a military 
insurrection, but the govern­ 
ment of King Hussein decreed a 
IO per cent across-the-board 
pay raise for all army troops. 
The Palestinian news agency 
WAFA—openly hostile to the 
Jordanian government—said in 
Beirut the rebel soldiers were 
demanding the ouster of Rifai 
and the appointment of a mili­ 
tary cabinet. 
Egypt reported the start of 
operations to clear the Suez 
Canal today and predicted the 
102-mile-long waterway, which 
has been dosed since the 1967 
Middle East War, would be 
reopened in six months. 
The authoritative Cairo news­ 
paper Ai Ahram said Egyptian 
armed forces began removing 
mines and explosives from the 
canal in the first phase of the 
clearing operation.

Grenada's Independence 
From Britain Achieved 


ST. GEORGE’S, Grenada 
(UPL — This small spice island 
in the Caribbean achieved inde­ 
pendence from Britain today 
only hours after police arrested 
the leader of the opposition to 
Prime Minister Erie Gairy. 
Gairy charged there was a plot 
against him 
The arrest of Maurice I. Bish­ 
op, leader of the New Jewel 
movement, a leftist group op­ 
posed to Gairy, preceded the 
midnight independence ceremo­ 
ny. After the ceremony, about 
300 members of the regular 
police and Gairy ’s personal po­ 
lice fired guns into the air along 
the waterfront. No one was 


injured. 


Following Bishop's arrest, 
Gairy told newsmen at an inde­ 
pendence reception: “Telescop­ 
ic equipment, munitions, camp­ 
ing equipment and a detailed 
plan of my palace were found 
in his possession. .. They were 
planning something for today ” 


Members of the New Jewel 
movement have repeatedly 
clashed with Gairy's police, and 
Bishop's father Rufus was 
killed by police gunfire at a 
labor meeting. Tliis touched off 
a general strike which has 
nearly cut off Grenada from the 
rest of the world.

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Teaching Is Different In Russia 


By BILL ROBERTS 
Redwood High School teacher 
George Suzdaleff has a police 
record. 
But he doesn’t take it too 
seriously because his crime file 
is held by police of the Soviet 
Union. 
Being arrested was one of 
many experiences he had while 
an exchange teacher in Russia 
including searching for rela­ 
tives, finding students enthu­ 
siastic about learning but high­ 
ly regimented and observing a 
content but unmotivated citi­ 
zenry. 
The 43-year-old Suzdaleff was 
arrested for taking pictures of a 
train station in a small town 
about 50 miles outside Moscow, 
a town he visited in a search 
for Russian relatives. Because 
there was an airport in the 
community, police told him. an 
A m erican tourist should not 
have been there at all. 
After the arrest he was taken 
to a stark police station where 
he became the center of atten­ 
tion. because an American was 
such a rarity there. “The whole 
police station became active," 
he said. “ All of the policemen 
at the station made excuses to 
come in." 
Several officers contributed 
to the questioning of the Ameri­ 
can while one transcribed the 
details of his arrest. He de­ 
scribed the mood of the interro­ 
gation as curt 
“They kept writing out long 
confessions in longhand with a 
scratchy fountain pen. It began 
getting tense.” he said. 
But because the crime was a 
minor offense and it was Suzda- 
leff’s first, his punishm ent 
could be determined by the 
police. In his case, the trespass­ 
ing foreigner was simply re­ 
turned to Moscow by a police 
escort, and warned against such 
activity in the future 
A repeat offense would have 
carried a minimum punishment 
of a year in prison, according to 
Suzdaleff 
His brush with the law was 
only one of many times he 
noticed that the Soviet society 
is made up of individuals who 
practice a lifestyle that leaves 
little 
room 
for 
individual 
thought. He thinks their educa­ 
tional system is responsible for 
producing the high degree of 
order among its citizens. 
“ Their educational system 
has finally paid off for them," 
he said "TTiey have produced 
the Soviet man." 
According to Suzdaleff’s in­ 
terpretation, the Soviet man is 
one who is very supportive of 
his government, doesn’t ques­ 
tion its authority and believes it 
is better than any other govern­ 
ment in the world. 
Training begins at a very 
early age as children are 
placed in nursery schools two 
or three years before entering 
regular schools because nearly 
all mothers return to work just 
a few years after having chil­ 
dren. 
Students are taught to respect 
education in nursery school and 
by the time they enter regular 
schools they are anxious to 
learn. They treat learning quite 
differently from their American 
counterparts, he said. 
Suzdaleff 
notes 
that 
his 
American students of Russian 
read short passages from books 
and then discuss them in their 
own words. His Russian stu­ 
dents of English were told to 
study a few pages in a book but 
would often return to class the 
next day with the whole section 
memorized

taught in Russia 
He remembers the Russian 
citizen as a content individual 
but one who has no drive or 
motivation to think on his own. 
He cites author Alexander Sol­ 
zhenitsyn as an exception to 
that rule but for a very special 
reason. “The only reason this 
guy is allowed to think for 
himself is because he is well 
known throughout the world,” 
the teacher said. 
Nearly all citizens are on a 
salary (bus drivers m aking 
more than doctors) and as long 
as an individual takes in more 
money than last year he and 
the government are both satis­ 
fied that he is performing well. 
Suzdaleff said the Soviet citi­ 
zen is content with the econom­ 
ic system there. Necessities are 
w ithin everyone’s purchasing 
ability and major items, such 
as a car. can be purchased by 
taking a paycheck deduction 
each month. 
He also remembers the secur­ 
ity which Russian citizens know 
in their country. “There is no 
such thing as drugs there." he 
said. 
And his mother, who visited 
Russia at the same time as her 
son and went with him to visit 
an uncle, could walk Moscow 
streets alone and unafraid at 
midnight. (His mother and fath­ 
er were Moscow natives who 
came to the United States in 
1930. one year before his birth ) 
But Suzdaleff, who lives in 
San Rafael with his wife, Glo­ 
ria. and their two daughters, 
said that despite all the law and 
order there, he was happy to 
leave the Soviet Union and re­ 
turn to teaching duties at Red­ 
wood

He said his students in Russia 
were less anxious to iearn En­ 
glish from him than they were 
to talk about America. 
Suzdaleff remembers that stu­ 
dents were enthralled when he 
spoke about the gym nasium 
and athletic field at Redwood 
"Most of their buildings are 
very old. even the new ones 
look old," he said. 
Soviet students face further 
regimentation because, unlike 
American students who decide 
to some extend what classes 
they will take, the Russians' 
limited class offerings are all 
required, no choice exists. 
Teachers in Russia also face 
different pressures than Ameri­ 
can teachers, according to Suz­ 
daleff. Wh;le American teach­ 
ers have much freedom in their 
classrooms, Soviet teachers are 
under heavy surveillance by 
administrators. 
Suzdaleff noted that he has 
had few visits from the Red 
wood principal during his. five 
years there. But a Soviet teach­ 
er would be observed in the 
classroom by principals and 
d e p a rtm e n t h eeds se v e ra l 
times a week 
Suzdaleff was left alone with 
his students only one short time 
during the three months he

emergency room experience, 
Dr. Elmer A. Woden Jr., said 
“it may seem as if we're (the 
doctors) looking after our own 
skins . . . but it's patient care 
that really comes first.” 
Weden and the others stress 
they have no personal objection 
to Dr. Koch — “it’s not him — 
ifs the system,” (me doctor 
said. 
At the present time, about 40 
per cent of the emergency room 
patients see the doctor (rn duty; 
the others are cared for by 
their own doctors. 


Patients still will be asked for 
the name of their own doctor, 
but some physicians feel the 
close contact and trust between 
many Marin specialists and the 
emergency room doctors will 
break down. 
The new doctor also will con­ 
tinue the practice of calling in 
specialists for various kinds of 
treatment, but will not have the 
background longtime Marin 
physicians have. 
Dr. William Clarke — chief of 
staff at the hospital, and one of 
those instrumental in the adop­ 
tion of the new plan by the 
board of directors — strongly 
defends it, however. 
Although he said he has "lost 
a good many friends over this’’ 
and no longer feels comfortable 
sitting down for a cup of coffee 
in the emergency room, Dr. 
Clarke believes the change is a 
good one. 
"We hope it will furnish bet­ 
ter service for the public at 
more predictable prices,” he 
said. (Complaints have been 
made in the past, he added, 
about prices charged by some 
doctors. Dr. Koch has agreed to 
charge according to a Califor­ 
nia Medical Association scale.) 
That money had a lot to do 
with the change in set-up at the 
emergency room is not denied 
by anyone. 
Veteran hospital board mem­ 
ber Marion Ibach said, “the 
money we were losing in the 
emergency room each year 
amounts to what we've been 
paying as stipends” to the doc­ 
tors. (Hospital Administrator 
Ray K. Bollinger said the emer­ 
gency room runs about $87,000 
in the red each year and agreed 
the sum coincided with the 
money now paid to private doc­ 
tors.) 
Mrs. Ibach decried what she 
called “patient pirating,” which 
she indicated had been the 
practice of emergency room 
doctors. She also defended the 
choice of Koch as the emergen­ 
cy room chief, saying, “when 
we go out to bid, we’re obligat­ 
ed to take the lowest bid.” 
Dr. Theodore D. Hiatt, a Ma­ 
rin physician who submitted a 
proposal to run the emergency 
room, said he asked a guaran­ 
teed stipend because, other­ 
wise. he could not have hired 
other needed doctors and guar­ 
anteed them an income 
Mrs. Ibach said the local 
doctors were angered because 
they saw the move as “taking 
some of their income from 
them” and added “they should 
have seen the handwriting on 
the wall.” Hospitals all over the 
country are adopting contract 
arrangem ents for emergency 
rooms, she said. 
Emergency rooms should not 
be money-makers, though, Dr. 
Carrigg said. With a smile, he 
described such facilities as 
"loss leaders,” which draw pa­ 
tients into hospitals. 
(Marin General has by far the 
most heavily used emergency 
room in the county The only 
other such facilities are at No­ 
vato General and Kaiser Foun­ 
dation hospitals ) 
In addition to less personal 
care which will not include 
follow-up, many doctors fear 
the contract system will lead to 


a constant turnover of physi­ 
cians in the emergency room. 
A fulltime emergency room 
practice is “one of the toughest, 
most undesirable ways to make 
it in medicine,” one doctor 
said. Through the years, the 
doctors who staff the emergen­ 
cy room have combined their 
stints there with private prac­ 
tice, adjusting their schedules 
to work in both. 
Although some young doctors 
have undoubtedly used the 
emergency room to build new 
practices and then left, many 
men have stayed on for years 
because they like the combina­ 
tion of work. 
The emergency room doctors 
who oppose the change say 80 
per cent of the physicians on 
the hospital staff agree with 
them. 
Dr. Clarke said he doesn't 
know if anyone agrees with 
him, the board of directors and 
the administrator. 
‘‘There were doctors who 
complained about the way the 
emergency room was run, but 
now they are not speaking up,” 
he said somewhat sadly. “I am 
the enemy when I walk through 
the emergency room.” 
Mrs. 
Ibach 
concluded, 
though. “let’s give it a whirl. 
It’s only a one-year contract."

have to be submitted to the 
lands commission’s staff for its 
review and commission approv­ 
al. Brittnacher said the process 
would take “a minimum of six 
months,” including time for ne­ 
gotiations with the city — if 
there are no problems. 
Property owners disputing 
the survey could be expected to 
take the issue to court, which 
would mean their settlements 
"could drag on for years," 
Brittnacher said. 
The boundary disputes result­ 
ed from a past straightening of 
the formerly meandering canal. 
The state never gave up title to 
the old canal, thus property 
owners have been unable to 
develop or sell their holdings 
because state claims cloud 
their titles. 
The survey also should per­ 
mit settlement of various dis­ 
putes over title to property on 
which the Montecito Shopping 
Center was built. 
Seventy-four parcels are af­ 
fected by the survey, many of 
them created by the 1907 subdi­ 
vision of East San Rafael, 
which apparently ignored the 
existence of the old canal. 
No title problems exist with 
the new canal alignment since 
title to it was acquired by the 
city at the time of the realign­ 
ment. 
The City of San Rafael paid 
$36,000 for the survey by Hoff­ 
man and Albritton of San Ra­ 
fael.

Ivy Baker Priest 


Not A Candidate 
Schools Paddle Boys Most Often 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Two- 
term state Treasurer Ivy Baker 
Priest, in a surprise announce­ 
ment, says she will not run for 
re-election because of health 
problems. 
The 68-year-old grandmother­ 
ly Mrs. Priest said yesterday in 
a statement issued by her office 
that “persistent health prob­ 
lems during the past year and 
family considerations have 
brought me to this very impor­ 
tant decision.” 
Mrs. Priest, who served as 
U.S. treasurer from 1952-60 and 
was swept into the state trea­ 
surer’s office by the 1966 Re­ 
publican landslide, had been 
expected to seek re-election to 
another term. 
She had even called a news 
conference last month where 
she planned to make her third 
term announcement. But the 
conference was abruptly can­ 
celled on grounds it conflicted 
with other news conferences. 
No other major Republican 
has announced as a candidate 
for state treasurer. Joseph Gra­ 
ham (Gray) Davis, a Los Ange­ 
les attorney, is seeking the 
Democratic nomination. 
Mrs. Priest was believed to 
be in Southern California, 
where she reportedly had been 
hospitalized for tests. Her office 
said she was suffering from 
“total exhaustion and chronic 
anemia.” 
“Her doctor has ordered ber 
to cancel ber commitments and 
to take care of herself.” a 
spokesman reported. He said 
that Watergate “never even en­ 
tered into her decision at all.” 
Friends said she suffered a 
back problem which occurred 
while she was playing golf and 
that she fell ill with pneumonia 
briefly. Her daughters urged 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia children were on the 
receiving end of 46,022 class­ 
room spankings during the past 
school year, according to a 
special state study relased to­ 
day. 
Boys suffered spankings 18 
times more often than girls, 
who were paddled on only 2,146 
occasions during the 1972-73 
school year, the report said. 


The study, prepared by the 
state Department of Education, 
was the first of its kind to 
assess the extent of corporal 
punishment in California. 
It said that 7 per cent of 
California's 1,054 school dis­ 
tricts forbid spanking. Ten dis­ 
tricts require the use of corpo­ 
ral punishment. Most of the 
rem aining d istric ts perm it 
spanking, but urge that it be 


used sparingly. 
Assemblyman Raymond Gon­ 
zales, D-Bakersfield, who re­ 
quested the study, said he did 
not know how to interpret the 
fact that boys were paddled far 
more often than girls. 
"Is it that boys get into trou­ 
ble more than girls do, or are 
school officials more prone to 
punishing boys physically? he 
remarked in an interview. 


“I personally don’t think cor­ 
poral punishment is the way to 
curb undesirable behavior,’’ 
Gonzales added. “But if it is 
valid, it seems it would be just 
as valid to use with girls as 
boys.” 
Gonzales said he did not know 
if the study would prompt new 
legislation this year. Proposals 
to ban corporal punishment 
have been killed by the legisla­ 


ture in recent years. 
The statewide survey showed 
that 37,594 spankings were ad­ 
ministered to boys while only 
2,146 girls were paddled. The 
remaining 6,282 reported cases 
of corporal punishment did not 
identity the sex of the student. 
The report did not offer an 
explanation for the disparity, 
but noted that some districts 
specifically forbid spanking of 


girls. 
Some 603 districts report that 


spanking was done with paddles 
while 336 districts said it was 
administered by hand. Other 
d istric ts have authorized 
“belts, light straps and yards­ 
ticks,” the study said. 


“It appears that all districts 
which use corporal punishment 
do so only after other means of 
correction have failed,” the re­ 
port said. “In most instances, 
the building principal deter­ 
mines whether corporal punish­ 
ment should be used.’’

Petaluma Panel Accepts Outline 
For $1.7 Million Biking System 


Recommendations for a 58- 
mile, $1.7 million bicycle route 
system were accepted last 
night by the Petaluma Recrea­ 
tion, Music and Parks Commis­ 
sion. 


Recreation Director James 
R. Raymond said the recom­ 
mendations were made in a 
study by Lampman and Asso­ 
ciates, a Sacramento consulting 
firm. 


They call for a system of 
marked routes on existing 
streets and specially-construct­ 
ed bike paths in and around 
Petaluma, with construction 
spread over the next five years. 


We want to make it possible 
for individuals to ride from one 
point to another without having 
to use major streets, which are 
dangerous for bikes,” Raymond 
said. 


The recreation commission 
last night sent the plan to the 
city planning commission for 
further review, and the matter 
will eventually go before the 
city council for a decision. So­ 
noma supervisors will also have 
to rule on it since half the 
routes are outside city limits. 


The study estimated there 
may be as many as 15,000 
cyclists in Petaluma. In a sur­ 


vey of bike enthusiasts last fall, 
opinion was overwhelmingly in 
favor of a bike path system. 


Raymond said the proposed 
routes were mapped out to in­ 
clude as many public facilities 
as possible.

local resident, really started to 
noice the slippage in December. 
Then came last weekend’s big 
crash.

dumped fill into the yard. An 
underground spring is now 
washing through the dumped 
earth, carry ing the hillside with 
it.

Mrs. Boatright admitted to 
being nervous as she sat in the 
living room of the one-bedroom 
cottage, into which she and ber 
husband, a landscape gardener, 
moved last April. 
She loves flea markets and 
antique shops and the house is 
crowded with old photos, furni­ 
ture and knicknacks. “ We were 
visiting antique stores when it 
happened,” she said. 
County officials say the Boat 
rights’ home is in no danger of 
being carried away. But if the 
slippage continues, it could cat 
away their driveway, leaving 
them no way out of their yard 
but scaling a steep hill to the 
road above. “I can’t imagine us 
carrying our furniture up that 
hill,” she said.

So the Boatrights are hunting 
a new place to live. “ I just 
want to get out of here before 
the whole thing collapses,” she 
said. “I wish they’d close the 
hiking trail too. We’ve had hik­ 
ers climbing all over our yard. 
They get up here, they don’t 
know the trail is out, and they 
don’t know where else to go. 
It’s pretty dangerous for them 
too because they could get bur­ 
ied alive if they try to climb 
over the slide.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford said 
today President Nixon would be 
justified in ignoring a subpoena 
from the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee’s impeachment inquiry 
which "goes off in IO different 
directions." 


Ford’s view contrasted with 
that of Rep. Peter W Rodino 
Jr., D-N.J., chairman of the 
House committee who said Nix­ 
on’s refusal to comply with the 
panel's subpoenas could in it­ 
self be an impeachable offense. 


Ford said Judiciary Commit­ 
tee demands for information 
from Nixon must be related to 
a definition of impeachment. 
He said the Constitution is spe­ 
cific in limiting impeachment 
to “ treason, bribery and other 
high crimes and misdemean­ 
ors." 


Asked if there was "any valid 
reason" Nixon could cite for 
refusing to cooperate with the 
House inquiry, Ford said there 
was if the committee “ goes off 
in IO different directions or on a 
fishing expedition." 


Ford made the remark at a 
news conference in which he 
said he concurred with the 
House's defeat yesterday of a 
Republican effort to fix an 
April 30 deadline for an end to 
the inquiry. 


He expressed confidence Ro­ 
dino would not drag the pro­ 
ceedings out. The committee is 
seeking to establish whether 
grounds exist for recommend­ 
ing Nixon’s impeachment. Ro­ 
dino promised to try to be done 
by April 30 
The House yesterday, after 
an hour's unimpassioned de­ 
bate, voted by an overwhelming 
410-4 to authorize an impeach­ 
ment inquiry.

Installment Buying 
Slowed In December 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Am ericans increased their 
credit purchases in December 
by the smallest amount in two 
years, signaling the end of the 
1973 consumer buying spree. 


With a sharp decline in auto 
sales leading the way, the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board yesterday 
reported an increase in overall 
consumer credit of just $704 
million, seasonally adjusted, 
the smallest since February, 
1972. 
Installment purchases for au­ 
tomobiles fell $23 million the 


first outright decline in this 
sector since December, 1970, 
when the industry was suffering 
from the General Motors strike. 


The credit figure, a key indi­ 
cator of consumer confidence in 
the economy, had been expand­ 
ing handsomely until Decem­ 
ber. The 1973 increase totaled a 
record $22.9 billion, more than 
$3.7 billion higher than the pre­ 
vious top figure. 
But the dramatic falloff at 
year end indicated that shop­ 
pers were increasingly uneasy 
about the state of the economy, 


including their job prospects, 
and were less willing than be­ 
fore to take on new loans, 
installment payments and other 
sorts of debt. 


The effects of the energy 
shortage on new car sales was 
another obvious factor in the 
dramatic December slowdown, 
the board said. 
Overall installment credit, 
which also includes loans for 
consumer goods, home repairs 
and personal loans, rose $410 
million compared to $1.7 million 
in November. 
Noninstallment debt, which 
includes store charge accounts, 
single payment loans, and serv­ 
ice credit, rose $294 million 
compared with $178 million a 
month earlier the reserve board 
said.

Minimum 
Wage Law 
Advances 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Leg­ 
islation to raise the $1.60 hourly 
federal minimum wage to $2 is 
advancing in both the House 
and Senate. President Nixon 
vetoed a similar measure last 
September 
By a vote of 13-2, the Senate 
Labor Committee yesterday ap­ 
proved a bill that would provide 
an immediate pay increase for 
3.5 million workers whose earn­ 
ings are at or below the mini­ 
mum wage 
A House labor subcommittee 
approved a different version 
and sent it to the full House 
Education and Labor Commit­ 
tee for action Feb. 26. 
The 
AFL-CIO 
has 
cam­ 
paigned for a minimum wage 
increase, the first since 1968, 
but vigorously opposed the ver­ 
sion Nixon demanded, which 
would have provided lower min­ 
imums for workers under age 
16 or those who are students. 
The Senate bill called for a 
40-cent raise to $2 within 30 
days of enactment and to $2.20 
a year later. It would extend 
minimum wage coverage to 7 
million additional workers, 
mostly state and local govern­ 
ment employes, domestics and 
employes of retail chain stores. 
The minimum wage would go 
to $1.80 for the 7 million newly 
covered workers, to $2 a year 
later and to $2.20 a year after 
that.

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Heath Calls A General Election 
On Feb. 28 For A New Mandate 


LONDON (U P I) - Prim e 
Minister Edward Heath today 
sought a new mandate in a 
general election Feb. 28 to lead 
Britain out of the grave crisis 
into which a national mines 
shutdown this weekend has 
plunged the nation. 
The decision, taken at a two- 
hour crisis session of the cabi­ 
net, came after eleventh hour 
attempts by the government 
and industry leaders to head off 
the strike failed. 
Abandoning hopes of a settle­ 
ment, Heath called the cabinet 
together and said be has decid­ 


ed to dissolve Parliament and 
hold a general election. The 
Feb. 28 election date was an­ 
nounced shortly afterwards. 


The announcement said the 
present Parliam ent, elected 
June 19, 1970, willbe dissolved 
tomorrow. The election will be 
held Feb. 28 and the new parlia­ 
ment will hold its first session 
March 12. 


Heath wrote mineworkers 
President Joe Gormley this 
morning asking him to postpone 
the walkout for the duration of 
the election campaign. 


“ It is clearly desirable that 
during the election campaign 
the people should be able to 
concentrate their attention on 
the issue? upon which they will 
be asked to vote,” Heath said. 


Gormley at once summoned a 
meeting of his union’s executive 
Friday to consider Heath’s re­ 
quest. 


“ My personal view—and that 
is personal,” Gormley said, ’’is 
that we ought not to fight an 
election in the current climate 
and therefore a strike should be 
deferred.” 


Actor Assists 
At Son's Birth 


HOLLYWOOD (U PI) - Actor 
Donald Sutherland assisted at 
the birth of a son to his girl­ 
friend, French Canadian ac­ 
tress Francine Racette, he said 
yesterday. 


The 8 pound, 13 ounce boy 
was born Tuesday at Westpark 
Hospital, using the “ Bradley 
husband-coached 
childbirth 
method,” Sutherland said. It is 
the first child for Sutherland 
and Miss Racette. 
Sutherland is the father of 7- 
year-old twins by his former 
marriage to Shirley Douglas, 
daughter of Canadian political 
leader Tommy Douglas, head of 
the New Democratic party. 


Poll Shows Pot Views 
Cast On Generation Lines 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - 
The California Poll has found 
that Californians have become 
more tolerant in their views 
about m arijuana in recent 
years, but there is still a split 
along generation lines over the 
issue. 
Pollster Mervin Field report­ 
ed in a survey he made for the 
Los Angeles Times that 51 per 
cent of the public favors easing 
legal penalties against pot, as 
compared to only 22 per cent of 
the public taking the same 
stand in 1969. 
Outright legalization found fa­ 
vor with 32 per cent this time. 


as compared to 13 per cent four 
years ago. 
The granting of the vote to 
the 18-20-year-old group in the 
interim has broadened support 
for marijuana. In the over-21 
group in the latest survey, 29 
per cent favor legalization and 
48 per cent favor easing of 
penalties. 
The liberalizing trend is seen 
as due to changing views of the 
possible harmful effects of mar­ 
ijuana. For example, 47 per 
cent of those 21 and over agree 
that “ marijuana should not be 
considered in the same class as 
other dangerous drugs .”

Island School In Mill Valley 
Offers Selection For Children

The Island School in Mill 
Valley offers a program for 
nursery school children and an­ 
other session for children from 
4 to 8 years old, called “The 
Flying Machine.'' 
In both sessions the children 
have a hand in choosing what 
they want to learn. The direc­ 
tor, Gail Gark of Mill Valley, 
calls the school, “unique, not 
just another liberal school. 
Here the children have a say 
about their world. ” 
Each Monday, Flying Ma­ 
chine members meet to discuss 
the week’s schedule, and ex­ 
press their interests. Last week 
they went to San Francisco’s 
Chinatown and now are busy 
building a giant dragon and 
learning to cook some Chinese 
dishes. Four individualists who 
did not want to goto Chinatown 
pursued other interests at the 
school. 


WHEN A question was raised 
about concrete culverts, an ex­ 
cursion was arranged to a plant 
in Northern California where 
culverts are fabricated. Several 
small samples of the open-end­ 


ed pipes are now a permanent 
part of the outside play equip­ 
ment. 
This week seven children and 
their teacher are in Baja Call 
fomia where they hope to see 
baby whales being bom. 
This high degree of mobility 
has been so successful that 
school leaders hope to receive a 
grant for a bus. 
Island School is organized as 
a non-profit corporation. It is a 
private school operated with 
funds received from tuition and 
such fund-raising efforts as a 
spring fair.

New Tools Used 
In Dental Fight

fully equipped kitchen, popular 
with the youngsters, who cook 
snacks and meals and have 
already compiled the Island 
Cook Book. Their recipes in­ 
clude such delicacies as dande­ 
lion leaf salad, tortillas, egg loo 
young, and acorn bread. Step 
by step methods are illustrated. 
The grounds have space for a 
front play yard, and a back 
yard where fruit trees and veg­ 
etables grow, and chickens are 
raised. The children gather the 
eggs to use in their cooking. 
Tools, ropes and garden sup­ 
plies are stored in a large shed, 
and a wall made of old tires is 
used for climbing. 
There are 35 children in the 
school, and a five to one ratio of 
children to teachers. 
“The name 'Island' is derived 
from the book Island' by Al- 
dous Huxley whose ideas on 
education 
influenced 
the 
school’s format," according to 
Mrs. Clark. 
Registrations in the nursery 
school sessions for fall are now 
being accepted. Orientation for 
the fall semester is a mandato­ 
ry two day camp-out for pupils 
and their families. 


Members of Marin County 
Dental Society Women’s Auxil­ 
iary, who teach school children 
how to prevent decay-causing 
plaque from forming on their 
teeth, have a new, professional­ 
ly written, scored and acted 
puppet show. 
“ Herbert Pinchfeather and 
The Plaque Monsters" was pre­ 
miered at the Tiburon schools 
this Week. Auxiliary members 
operated 
the new Sesame 
Street-type puppets and, after 
the performance, carried the 
big puppets into the audience 
for a chat with individual chil­ 
dren about how to brush, use 
dental floss and chew disclo­ 
sure tablets which turn decay- 
causing plaque red so thechild- 
ren can detect where extra 
bnishing is needed. 
Show chairman Mrs. D W. 
Deetken of San Rafael made 
the puppets in the Cast — Super 
Dentist, Dental Flossy, Detec­ 
tive Dan, Herbert and the 
Plaque Monsters. Professional 
script writer Barbara Lewis, 
formerly of Mill Valley, wrote 
specifications for each; “the 
assortm ent of plaque germs 
should look of ghastly counte­ 
nance, toothless, with antennae, 
bulging eyes. .. " 
The show has been profes­ 
sionally scored with honkytonk 
piano music, and actors from 
Fairyland in Oakland read the 
puppets* lines for the play's 
tape recording. 


THESE PROFESSIONAL 
touches were used to intrigue 
children into thinking and talk­ 
ing about plaque prevention 
techniques, according to Fran- 
coise Rothstein, auxiliary presi­ 
dent 


At a recent rehearsal at Mrs. 
Rothstein's Mill Valley home, 
she spoke about the seriousness 
of its educational task. 
Chronic dental disease affects 
more people in California then 
any other disease; an estimated 
95 per cent suffer from dental 
decay and 2.2 million California 
adults are without their original 
teeth, she said. 
“Three out of five 5-year-old 
children have the start of gum 
disease. Shocking, isn t it?” she 
said. 
Parents should teach children 
to eat the right foods at the 
right time, she said. Sweets 
should not be eaten between 
meals when bacteria has a 
chance to form. 1>ut after din­ 
ner when you can brush teeth 
thoroughly. Sugary food, plus 
plaque, forms acids that attack 
teeth, she explained. 
Plaque is a sticky, colorless 
layer of harmful bacteria that 
is constantly forming on teeth. 
Bacteria in plaque are a pri­ 
mary cause of dental caries, 
the major cause of tooth loss in 
children, and periodontal or 
gum disease, the major cause 
of tooth loss in adults, she said. 


"PERIODONTAL 
DISEASE 
is one of the most common 
diseases of man. It affects 
three out (rf four adults. Howev­ 
er it is not limited to adults. 
Ninety-five per cent of 5 to 14- 
year-old children have some 
degree of gingivitis. And one 
out of four has destructive per­ 
iodontal disease with loss of 
tooth attachment,” said Mrs. 
Rothstein, who is the wife of 
orthodontist Dr. Marshall Roth- 
stein. 
Auxiliary members, who are 


wives of dental professionals, 
teach prevention education in 
the schools with the help of the 
puppet show or a lending-li- 
brary-in-a-suitcase or a dental 
toy unit or visits from College 
of Marin's dental assistants. 
“We sent a brochure to every 
school nurse about our updated 
plaque prevention literature. It 
fits in a suitcase which is very 
handy when a nurse or teacher 
caUs to ask. ‘What can we 
get?’” 
The suitcase contains a telev­ 


ision cartridge, coloring books 
and a series of four sound films 
narrating a child’s first experi­ 
ences at the dentist’s office. 
Mrs. Donald Strub of Mill Val­ 
ley and Mrs. Walter Hall are 
chairmen for the lending li­ 
brary. 
Another educational tool is 
the large size toy dental unit 
which auxiliary members take 
to the nursery schools and pri­ 
vate and parochial schools. 
Mrs. Gary Darling of San Ra­ 
fael is chairman for this touring 


replica of a modern dental of­ 
fice. 
She sends an auxiliary mem­ 
ber with the unit to teach the 
youngsters about plaque pre­ 
vention and help them play the 
roles of dentist, assistant, moth­ 
er and child. 
The unit remains at the nur­ 
sery school for a week or two 
for the children to enjoy. Then 
the auxiliary member returns 
to speak to the preschoolers

A third of all U.S. arrests 
involve drunkenness. 


You can shorten your life IO 
or 12 years by alcoholic over- 
indulgence. 


Some 28,000 highway deaths 
each year are attributable to 
drunken or tipsy drivers. 


For every U.S. heroin addict, 
there are at least 15 hard core 
alcoholics. 
The cost of alcohol to the 
national economy is $15 billion 
annually, through such drains 
as property damage, lost work­ 
ing time and medical bills. 
There are more than nine 
million alcoholics (about half 
women) in the United States, 
and the number is growing.

again and review the preven­ 
tion message.

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'Typical' Family 


Causing Concerns 


By CYNTHIA PARSONS

True or false? The typical American family 
Consists of one mother, one father, and two to 
three children. 
Still true, but not for more than one-third of 
all the families in the United States. 
Divorces, separations, desertions, and 
death cause one out of every three families to 
have a single parent. More often than not the 
single parent is a mother who has been 
widowed or a b a n d o n e d . ----------------------------- 
Ironically, this change in the 
“typical” family is having an 
adverse effect on the reading 
scores of young children, not 
because their reading skills are 
deficient, but because so many 
of the test items refer to “typi­ 
cal” home situations which are 
, totally foreign to a growing 
* number of children. Hence, the 
children get low scores and are 
tracked into low-ability classes. 


OF COURSE, scoring poorly 
on standardized school tests is 
just one of many indignities and 
injustices suffered by single­ 
parent children. Not only the 
school, but most of the institu­ 
tions children deal with assume 
that the “ normal" child will 
have a mother and a father. 
For example, the entering 
first-grader will be asked to get 
up in front of the class and “tell 
what daddy does. " 
But the chances are one to 
three that the little one won’t 
have a “daddy" and shame and 
em barrassment may retard so­ 
cial and academic achievement 
unwittingly. 
And it doesn’t help much if 
the “daddy" is a once-a-month 
or two-weeks-in-the-sum m er 
visitor. The fact is that for most 
of the time several million Unit­ 
ed States children are growing 
up seeking and needing adult 
guidance, they are limited to 
half the "typical" number of

or apartment minus adult affec­ 
tion as well as supervision 
Many single parents lock 
their children out of houses or 
apartments until they get home 
from work; this puts hundreds 
of thousands of children “on the 
streets” because the schools 
and other social institutions in 
the neighborhood offer no pro­ 
gram for these little ones. 
Do you know how many sin­ 
gle parent families live in your 
neighborhood? Do you know 
who’s caring for those children 
when that single parent can’t? 
Do you know if the school 
principal and teachers are 
being as loving to these chil­ 
dren as they are to the other 
two-thirds who do have both 
parents living and at home? 
lf you are a single parent, be 
sure to visit school and make 
certain your children a re n ’t 
being carelessly treated, lf you 
need a place for your children 
to be after school or for some­ 
one to come and be in the house 
or apartment between the end 
of school and the time you get 
home from work, call on some 
of the social agencies in town 
and ask for support. 
Also, if you belong to a 
church, you might ask if there 
are childless m em bers who 
would be willing to help. 
And you families who have 
both parents at home, won't 
you think of ways you can help 
your neighbors? Won't you of­ 
fer to take up some of the slack 
caused because the single par­ 
ent is a working parent?

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Hypnosis: A Helpful Tool Or Mostly Hokum?

“I want you to begin counting 
backwards from IOO. Between 
numbers I want you to alter­ 
nate saying, ‘sleep’ or ‘deep 
sleep' and simultaneously close 
your eyes. 
“ You’re getting sleepier and 
sleepier. Your eyelids feel 
heavy, very heavy. You would 
like to close them and go to 
sleep . . . ” 
With these words, Loyal D. 
Davis begins the ritual of hyp­ 
notism with which he claims to 
have helped those troubled with' 
everything from overeating to 
procrastination. 
To Davis and many clients 
who visit his Miller Avenue 
offices in Mill Valley, hypnosis 
is a powerful, almost magical 
tool which can uncover the 
cause of personal cravings and 
help control them. ‘‘It’s a won­ 
derful way of helping and giv­ 
ing care to other people,” he 
said. 
But can Davis really talk 
someone in a trance into cut­ 
ting down from 3,000 to 1,500 
calories per day? If he does, is 
he liable to twist a person's 
mind in a way that leads to 
mental illness? And is there 
such a thing as hypnosis in the 
first place? 
Sausalito psychologist David 
Fisher of the Behavior Therapy 
Institute thinks Davis or any 
other hypnotist can mold peo­ 
ple’s behavior through these 
techniques, but Fisher also 
thinks the secret of hypnosis is 
simply having a strong-willed 
impressive person tell a very 
suggestible subject to do some­ 
thing that the subject already 
wants to do. 
“ What bothers me about hyp­ 
notists is the funky explana­ 
tions they give for what they 
do. They’re no different than a 
movie director trying to talk an 
actor into playing a role." 
A visit to Davis's office is a 
theatrical experience. He prac­ 
tices in a building reminiscent 
of a fairytale gingerbread 
house or a Swiss chalet. (A 
former architect, he designed 
the offices himself.) 
Clients sit in deep, voluptuous 
wingchairs before a gas-fueled, 
roaring fire The walls are deep 
red brick. Underfoot is burnt 
orange carpeting. To soothe the 
nervous, Davis offers cups of 
sweet, aromatic tea. 
Davis himself is a blond giant 
who could be playing movie 
roles as a Norse viking or a 
Scottish laird. 
"I got started in hypnosis 
while I was going to San Jose 
State. I graduated in 1958. In 
1989 I quit everything else I was 
doing and went totally into hyp­ 
nosis. 
“ But you better get this 
straight. I only do hypnothera­ 
py for vocational or avocational 
self-improvement. That’s the le­ 
gal term s for what I do. I work 
with people who have smoking 
or drinking problems, people 
who are overweight, people who 
are unhappy. If it ties into some 
mental or emotional disorder, I 
can’t help them .”

he does not think a hypnotist 
could hurt a client anymore 
than a psychiatrist or psycholo­ 
gist could. 
“When my colleagues get to­ 
gether and start talking about 
how some hypnotist should be 
put out of business, I begin to 
think they’re dying to get rid of 
him because ‘he’s cutting into 
our pie’,” he said. 
However, he does caution 
against investing in hypnotism 
when one is getting nothing out 
of it. ‘‘If it’s helping you, you 
should know by the second ses­ 


sion. If you don’t feel confid­ 
ence in the hypnotist, you 
should quit, no m atter how ef­ 
fective he has been for others 
you may know.” 
And, said Fisher, many of the 
things a hypnotist can do, for 
which Davis charge $25 per 
hour, you could do for yourself 
for free at home. 
Just lean back in your chair, 
begin counting slowly back­ 
wards from IOO. Start telling 
yourself how relaxed you are, 
how beautiful you are. How you 
don’t really need that candy 
bar . . .

Hypnosis to help the troubled 


by having clients work on be­ 
coming more aware of the bodi­ 
ly sensations that accompany a 
craving for a cigarette or a 
Danish pastry. 


For example, he said, one 
overweight woman found under 
hypnosis that her hunger was 
brought on by a gnawing pain 
in her side. She then remem­ 
bered that the first time she felt 
the pain was at ber elderly 
father’s home shortled after her 
mother died. Because of his age 
and helplessness, she had to 
take care of him. The rage she 
had felt about the burden of his 
care was turned into physical 
pain. 


"Under hypnosis,” said Da­ 
vis, “ I reminded her that her 
father was dead, and she no 
longer had to face that prob­ 
lem. She finally could let go.” 
Another young client, a com­ 
poser, procrastinated whenever 
he had time to write music. 
Davis claims that under hypno­ 
sis he got this youth to travel 
back to his days as a soldier in 
Vietnam 
Davis got him to remember a 
moment in a battle when he 
burst out laughing with relief 
after seeing a companion blown 
to pieces by a shell. “He was 
punsihing himself for this inci­ 
dent by procrastinating and 
making himself fail.” 
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DR. DA VTO FISHER 
Subject must want to do something 


Davis said he also gives 
clients suggestions which make 
it easy to give up bad habits. 
“ For example, I tell a smoker 
that his cigarettes are so good 
and so rich that it will only take 
two or three puffs to quench his 
desire. ” 


When Davis hypnotized the 
Independent-Journal’s reporter, 
he told her she would be so 
gratified with her personality 
and appearance that she would 
no longer crave food. However, 
hunger afterward seemed as 
strong as ever, and cookies and 
candy were as tempting as 
ever. 


Davis describes the hypnotic 
state as a dreamy, sleepy peri­ 
od, the kind of thing people 
experience just before waking 
up in the morning. 
Under hypnosis, the reporter 
did feel highly relaxed but also 
was completely conscious of 
what was going on. The “trace" 
did not seem terribly powerful. 
The reporter felt as if she could 
have awakened instantly with­ 
out help, if she wanted to. 
According to Fisher, a behav­ 
ioral therapist who often uses 
hypnosis, that was because the 
hypnotic state is not a "trance’’ 
at all. “ As you sit there, he tells 
you to relax and exhale. You 
breathe out and suddenly you 
think, ‘Gee, maybe he’s right. I 


do feel more relaxed.’ Mean­ 
while the hypnotist is reinforc­ 
ing you with cues — telling you 
that you’re doing the right 
thing.” 
Fisher also contended that 
hypnotists are never short, ugly 
or shy. ‘‘They’re almost always 
m assive people. They have 
powerful, seductive voices. I 
could take a Hollywood actor 
and teach him to be a very 
effective hypnotists." 
If the hypnotist succeeds in 
getting someone to iose weight, 
it’s probably because the sub­ 
ject already wanted to reduce

very badly. He just needed 
someone to talk him into it, 
says Fisher. 
Fisher gave the example of a 
Fort Miley soldier who was 
burned and in great pain. His 
hospital asked Fisher to do 
something. The man needed re­ 
lief, but his doctors could not 
give him more drugs without 
turning him into an addict. 
Fisher offered to try hypnosis. 
“When they brought him in, 
there were doctors and nurses 
all around. It’s always easier to 
hypnotize someone in a group. 
They’re em barrassed to tell you 
in front of other people that it’s 
not working. 
“ In five minutes, he was out. 
I told him he wouldn't feel pain, 
and when he woke up, he felt 
terrific. Why did this work? 
Because I was offering him 
som ething he wanted very 
much, relief from pain. He 
wanted to be hypnotized. He 
wanted to be convinced.” 
For this reason, Fisher does 
not think hypnotism need be 
restricted to a psychiatrist or 
psychologist. ‘‘You can’t get 
someone to do something they 
don’t already want to do.” 
Fisher who admitted be has a 
pessimistic view of the power of 
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you can f e e l . . . without paying 
a high price for it.

DRAMA REVIEW 
Vonnegut Play 
Misses Point 


By SHIRLEY 
Hurt Vonnegut J r .’s only 
play, “Happy Birthday Wanda 
June.” opened last night at 
Sonoma State College and 
proved to be an entertaining, 
sometimes exciting, often comi­ 
cal, but not very convincing 
drama. 


It isn't convincing because 
the hero, or antihero, is a full 
scale, IOO per cent louse. Even 
an antihero in a modem play 
has to have one quality with 
which the audience can be sym­ 
pathetic. This man has none. 


The play repeats at 8 p.m. 
today and tomorrow in Warren 
Auditorium on the Rohnert 
Park campus. 
It is true that at the end of 
the play, he has doubts about 
himself and almost becomes a 
real human being. But the au­ 
thor has not provided any evi­ 
dence that such a change is 
possible. 
The play begins as an Odys­ 
seus story. There is a faithful 
wife, named Penelope; two 
suitors waiting to marry her 
and a young son who idolizes 
his father. The father returns 
from the dead and drives away 
the suitors. 
There the resemblance to the 
old tale ends. For he drives 
away his wife and son as well. 
This new Odysseus has none of 
the humanity of the ancient 
hero. He is hard. tough, and 
obnoxious... and his name is 
Harold. This inappropriate 


Water Plan 
For Cotati 
Is Pending 


Cotati city councilmen are 
still considering changing the 
city water policy to discourage 
high consumption. 
City Mgr. Robert A. Switzer 
said the council postponed on 
Tuesday adoption of a water 
bill ordinance which would 
have set an identical fee (60 
cents per 1,000 gallons) for all 
users, regardless of how much 
they use. 
The flat rate system was 
proposed as an alternative to 
the present system which pro­ 
vides decreasing charges per 
1.000 gallons as each custom­ 
er’s use increases. 
Switzer said the council be­ 
lieves the current practice en­ 
courages greater consumption. 
A way must be found to dis­ 
courage use, be said, or the city 
reservoir may run dry during 
the peak summer use period. 
The council decided to wait 
until its next meeting to adopt 
the flat rate system because it 
wanted to consider implications 
of one other policy — one pro­ 
viding increased fees for in­ 
creased use, the direct opposite 
of present practice. 
Endorsed at the Tuesday 
meeting was the proposed revi­ 
talization of the Cotati Plaza, 
with eventual conversion of the 
hub into a park. Switzer said 
planning for the project will 
begin soon. An investigation 
will be made to see whether 
federal money is available to 
assist in the work, which will be 
a major project for a city of 
Cotati’s size.

These three are busy 
playing shuffleboard in heaven 
and commenting on events be­ 
low. 
Eleven-year-old Ben Bullen 
was excellent as the young son. 
The saddest thing in the whole 
play is his realization that his 
father is not the idol he thought 
but a cooi and vicious man. 
Young Bullen captured this 
feeling exactly, without over­ 
statement. 
Such was not always the case 
with either Michael Pfesfer, 
who played Harold, or Douglas 
Ross, who played Dr. Norbert 
Woodly, one of the suitors. Har­ 
old is the hunter and killer of 
men and animals, while Dr. 
Woodly is the compassionate 
healer, believer in peace and 
love. Both occasionally become 
more caricature than charac­ 
ter. Some fault for this may lie 
in the play itself, which is a 
morality tale of sorts. 
Naomi Nobles performed well 
as Penelope, the wife who has 
now become liberated as and 
will not lunger be Harold’s 
slave. At first I thought tall, 
skinny, Jan Stouber was mis­ 
cast as the aggressive sales­ 
man who was once a wrestling 
champion.

State Gas 
Rationing 
Is Studied 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Energy Planning Council 
yesterday took preliminary 
steps toward establishing a pos­ 
sible voluntary gasoline ration­ 
ing system in California before 
the end of the month. 
The system could be modeled 
after those in Hawaii and Ore­ 
gon where motorists can pur­ 
chase scarce supplies of gaso­ 
line on certain days keyed to 
the odd or even numbers of 
their license plates. 
State Finance Director Verne 
Orr, a member of the Energy 
Planning Council, said it ap­ 
pears that “ the demand for gas 
is going to substantially exceed 
the supply in California in Feb­ 
ruary. It is conceivable that it 
could 
go 
into 
effect this 
month.” 
State Energy Coordinator 
Wes Bruer told newsmen after 
the unannounced private meet­ 
ing of the council that “ the 
decision has not been made to 
use the plan. The only decision 
made has been to get one ready 
in case we need it.” 
He said there was a predicted 
18 per cent “ shortfall” between 
supplies of gasoline and de­ 
mand for it. He said shortages 
could begin occurring in the 
third week of the month. 


Under the so-called odd-even 
rationing system, gasoline 
would be sold on even-num­ 
bered days to motorists whose 
car license plates ended with an 
even number. Those ending in 
an odd number, would buy gas­ 
oline on an odd day. 


Orr reported the council staff 
was directed to contact officials 
in Oregon and Hawaii, learn 
what problems they had en­ 
countered, and get their sugges­ 
tions for refining the process 
The staff then would draw up a 
California plan for presentation 
to the council next week. 


“ If we go ahead, we would 
have meetings with associa­ 
tions and major oil companies 
and suggest to them that this is 
a viable plan and urge them to 
adopt it and at the same time 
urge the public to adopt it." Orr 
said. 


Under the proposal, Bruer 
said, emergency and commer­ 
cial vehicles would be exempt 
as would tourists from out of 
state. 


“ We certainly don t want to 
get into a situation where there 
are lines two miles long at 
stations and fistfights," Bruer 
said. “ We want to have some­ 
thing we can institute immedi­ 
ately to insure that everybody 
gets their supply." 
He said the proposal had been 
endorsed by the Reagan admin­ 
istration “ in general outline” 
and would save gasoline in two- 
ways.

Tiburon Talks Southern Pacific 
Into Saving Old Railroad Hoist 


In last minute negotiations 
yesterday, Tiburon officials 
talked the Southern Pacific 
Railroad into saving part of the 
wheel hoist assembly on an old 
railroad pier as an historical 
landmark. 


City Mgr. Robert L. Kleinert 
said that Ghilotti Bros. Inc. of 
San Rafael removed the wheels 
and top team of the assembly in 
one piece from the pier. The 
aged equipment now will be 
stored until a place can be 
found for it somewhere along 
the city’s waterfront. 


Kleinert said the city had 
discovered to its surprise that 
Ghilotti Bros., which has been 
dismantling the pier for about a 
week, also had orders from the 
railroad to pull down the entire 
assembly and haul it away for 
scrap. 


Kleinert said that city offi­ 
cials had thought that the rail­ 
road would save the assembly 
because drawings of a proposed 
downtown development on rail­ 
road land in Tiburon show the 
wheels used as an archway 


over a new waterfront ferry 
slip. 


The city considers the assem­ 
bly one (rf its most prominent 
mementoes of the days when 
the pier was a connecting link 
between trains and ferries 
which traveled between Tib­ 
uron and San Francisco. 


Fire partially destroyed the 
railroad pier last year, and 
Southern Pacific decided to 
tear it down to prevent acci­ 
dents to fishermen who consid­ 
ered it a good angling spot.

New Device Expected To Give 


Accurate Data On Earthquakes 


LA JOLLA (AP) - A device 
which developers say will make 
movies and calibrate the slight­ 
est earthquake is going to work 
in California. 
"The new instrument is very 
exciting,” said Dr.John Booker 
of the University of Washing­ 
ton. He said the instrument will 
be put into use for the first time 
on a hilltop just outside the 
town of Hollister. 
South of San Jose, Hollister is 
astride the San Andreas fault. 
It feels about 20,000 small 
earthquakes annually. 
Dr. Booker said he and his 
associates plan to study at Hol­ 
lister 
the 
phenomenon 
of 
"creep" or slow motion dis­ 
placement of ground masses 
along the fault, which apparent­ 
ly represent gradual and safe 
release of strain along the zone. 
At a national conference here 
on earthquake mechanisms, 
Booker said Tuesday the new 
device can continuously mea­ 
sure fault motions as slight as 
.1 m illimeter per kilometer. 
There are about 25 millimeters 
in an inch and a kilometer is .62 
of a mile long. 
It uses two laser beams and a 
microwave beam to make pre­ 
cise measurements of distances 
across fault lines between point 
6 to 12 miles apart. 
The beams are bounced off 
reflectors and their travel time 
recorded to ealcualte distance. 


A one-laser device called a 
geodometer has been accom­ 
plishing this, but obtaining a 
single measurement has been 
expensive and time-consuming. 


“To understand and predict 
earthquakes we have to know 
how the ground is moving and 
responding to the forces at 
work and it now is very difficult 
to make enough measurements 
to know that,” Booker said in 
an interview, 
"With this new instrument we 
can sit in Hollister and monitor 


IO or 15 reflectors and in a 
short time, say a month, tell 
how the whole area is deform­ 
ing. 
"This is going to make it 
possible to learn a lot of new 
things, such as what happens in 
the month before an earth­ 
quake." 
A research team headed by 
Booker has been testing the 
instrument developed by Dr. 
Norman Hernandez, now of the 
U.S. Geological Survey Service, 
and Dr. Rod nugget.

A handful of Marin City ten 
ants protested last night that 
they “don’t trust’’ their land­ 
lord — the Marin County Hous­ 
ing Authority — but could win 
no clear-cut decision on wheth­ 
er they’ll have to move to other 
apartments while their high- 
rise units are being renovated. 


The authority board awarded 
a $431,200 contract to Millard H. 
Myers of San Rafael to remodel 
103 of the units. It left up in the 
air the questions of whether the 
authority will help tenants 
move to other units temporari­ 
ly, and whether they’ll return to 
their original apartments after 
the work is done. 
Executive Director Wallace 
K. Shepherd was instructed to 
report at the board’s Feb. 20 
meeting on proposed rules for 
relocating tenants, and plans to 
help elderly tenants with the 
task. 
Last Sept. 4, the board mem­ 
bers said they would bow to 
tenants’ wishes not to relocate. 
Authority m em ber Rogers 
Jones sided with tenants who 
claimed “ lack of communica­ 
tio n ’’ about the rem odeling 
work. 
“The people of Marin City 
have been told paternalistically 
w hat’s going to happen to 
them ,’’ argued resident Nesbit 
Crutchfield. “The discussion to­ 
night should be on how the 
program can be realized with­ 
out paranoia’’ among the ten­ 
ants. he added. 
Shepherd and board member 
Robert E. Eklund Jr. countered 
that six meetings have been 
held in Marin City to explain 
the m odernization program , 
and that a door-to-door survey 
showed tenants in favor of the 
plan. 


“ I spent two days surveying 
80 per cent of the people" in the 
high-rise units, added board 
member Arthur Miller Jr “ I 
see only two people in the 
audience out of the entire build­ 
ings." 
The discussion barely touched 
on a key issue: some of the 
senior tenants whose children 
have grown up and left the 
homes are technically no longer 
eligible for apartments as large 
as they occupy.

Strokes A Major Death Cause 
But Receive Little Publicity 


Strokes rank third as the most common 
cause of death and. as a consequence, receive 
far less publicity than heart attacks and 
cancer. There are many different types of 
stroke but, in general, all are caused by 
impaired circulation to the brain. Up to 80 per 
cent stem from an occlusion of the artery and 
the remainder from rupture with hemorrhage 
into the brain tissue. A vessel ruptures 
because of vascular degeneration, an inherent 
weakness in some part of the wall (aneu­ 
rysm), or malformation. 
--------- 


THERE ARE several miscon­ 
ceptions about strokes. Many 
people believe that a stroke 
always is fatal or leaves the 
victim paralyzed. Actually, 
mortality for first strokes of all 
types is approximately 20 per 
cent. And the death rate has 
been going down, possibly be­ 
cause of improved medical 
care, especially in the control 
of hypertension 
Stroke manifestations also 
vary from transient attacks of 
lightheadedness and numbness 
in one extremity to paralysis of 
one side of the body. When the 
dominant part of the brain (left 
side for right handers) is in­ 
volved, aphasia may coexist. A 
common aphasia is the loss of 
ability to pronounce ordinary 
words during a conversation 


MANY PEO PLE also asso­ 
ciate strokes with advanced 
age In a survey done several 
years ago involving 4,060 cases. 
14 per cent were under 50. 46 
per cent under 59, and 83 per 
cent under 69 years of age. 
All of this is understandable 
because the basic cause of most 
strokes is hardening of the car­ 
otid (neck) and cerebral arter­ 
ies. And the same factors that 
increase the risk of having a 
heart attack due to coronary 
artery’ disease are at work in 
causing the cerebrovascular 
changes responsible for stroke. 


FOR EXAM PLE, men and 
women with too much choles­ 
terol in the blood before age 50 
have a much greater chance of 
developing a stroke than those 
with normal levels. This rela­ 
tionship does not exist after age 
50. The link between high blood 
pressure and stroke is more 
definite. When hypertension ex­ 
ists, the chances are increased 
five times. Stroke is regarded 
by many physicians as a com­ 
plication af high blood pressure. 
The risk also increases when 
the individual smokes or has 
evidence of coronary artery dis­ 
ease

EDT 
today). 


A deadlock developed among 
Japan, Singapore and Kuwait 
when the Sheikhdom denied the 
JAL plane permission to land, 
It was believed the Japanese 
would try to land at some other 
Middle East airport.

Weekend motorists generally 
will find gasoline available only 
during daylight hours tomorrow 
and Saturday, with open serv­ 
ice stations extremely scarce 
on Sunday, the California State 
Auto Association reported to­ 
day. 
The situation seems to be 
very difficult in Marin, where 
many station operators have 
put themselves on a daily sales 
quota, and frequently close by 
midday. Elsewhere in the 45 
counties surveyed by the auto 
association, this isn t the rule, 
according to the weekly fuel 
gauge report. 
A random sampling of 500 
stations in Northern California 
revealed that 15 per cent of the 
stations will dose on Saturday 
and 80 per cent on Sunday, less 
than 3 per cent will be open 24 
hours and almost all stations 
will close at sunset, the survey 
found. 
From Marin to the Oregon 
border along Highway 101, only 
stations in Santa Rosa and 
Ukiah will be open Sunday, and 
all will close at night. 
On Interstate 5 to the Oregon 
border, all stations surveyed 
will open only in daylight hours 
except for a 24-hour station in 
Susanville. Many stations will 
dose on Sunday but gasoline 
will be available in Sacramen­ 


to. Woodland, Willows, Red 
Bluff and Yreka 
Travelers to the Sierra will 
find stations dosed at night, but 
many will be open Sunday, 
particularly in the ski areas. 
Throughout the Bay Area, 
and southward on Highways 
101, 99 and 1-5, gasoline supplies 
will be adequate tomorrow and 
Saturday in daylight, with most 
stations dosed Sunday. 
Robert Moore of San Rafael, 
spokesman for the Marin Coun­ 
ty Independent Service Station 
Association and the California 
Service Station Association. 
said gasoline distributors have 
begun spreading out their deliv­ 
eries, instead of giving each 
station a full quota the first of 
the month. This encourages sta­ 
tions to impose daily quotas, he 
admitted, but said the dealers 
want to reserve their small 
supplies for regular customers 
who also get their autos serv­ 
iced by the same dealer. 
Marin’s monthly quotas are 
lower than most of the Bay 
Area because many Mann com­ 
muters took advantage of the 
San Francisco gas wars early 
last year and bought all their 
gasoline there.

Plan Looms 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
vamped emergency legislation, 
giving President Nixon sweep­ 
ing, short-term powers to deal 
with the energy crisis, faced 
new delays today in the Senate 
and House. 
A budding fdibuster in the 
Senate and a parliam entary 
roadblock in the House threat­ 
ened to put off passage for at 
least IO days, possibly more.

Friday. The House comes back 
Feb. 13 and the Senate Feb. 18. 
The conference committee 
yesterday substituted the roll­ 
back provision for a proposal to 
tax windfall profits of oil com­ 
panies. The administration and 
the oil companies had opposed 
the tax provision 
Senators got into a heated 
debate today with Sen. Paul 
Fannin, R-Ariz., calling for 
more time to study the measure 
which he said “only IO senators 
understand.” 
Energy chief William E. Si­

Astronauts Checking Out 
Of Their Hotel In Space 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Skylab 
3’s astronauts today began the 
final shutdown of America's 
first space station and readied 
their Apollo space taxi for to­ 
morrow's return to earth after 
a record 84 days in orbit. 
“We’re exactly on schedule,” 
reported Gerald P. Carr, the 
commander of the third and 
last crew to occupy the nine- 
month old orbiting laboratory. 
Carr, Edward G. Gibson and 
William R. Pogue planned to 
sleep most of the afternoon and 
get up at IO p m. EDT to 
prepare to leave Skylab and fly 
their Apollo to a Pacific Ocean 
splashdown at 11:17 a.rn 
The pilots were busy disman­ 
tling experiments and turning 
off many of the electrical and 
otter systems that have sup­ 
ported a total (rf nine men 170 
days—longer than the total 
space time logged by ail pre­ 
vious U S. astronaut crews. 
Shutting all the systems off 
caused one minor problem be­ 
tween the pilots and mission 
control The astronauts had to 
moisten some towels to save for 
a sponge bath before they climb 
into the Apollo early Friday 
because the water system had 
to be turned off today. Carr 
argued they could leave the 
water on until early Friday, but 
ground controllers were firm 
that it must go off today or 
their sleep time would be short­ 
ened 
Tile pilots' record collection 
of scientific data already was 
stowed securely in the Apollo 
they rode to Skylab after leav­ 
ing Cape Canaveral Nov. 16. 
The astronauts, happy and 


relaxed, spent a few minutes 
yesterday 
cutting 
up like 
schoolboys in the unique world 
of weightlessness they wilt 
leave behind. They bounced 
from one wall to another in the 
roomy lab, turning somersaults 
and back flips in a seeming 
dance of celebration.

Tapping Of 
Volcanoes 
Costly Idea 


HILO, Hawaii (UPI) - Scien­ 
tist Donald W. Peterson said 
yesterday that it would take 
years of research and a lot of 
money before volcanoes could 
be tapped for geothermal ener­ 
gy effectively. 
Peterson, scientist in charge 
of the volcano observatory on 
the island of Hawaii, told fellow 
scientists at the U.S.-Japanese 
Science Seminar here that, 
while the problems “will be 
difficult, they should not be 
considered insurmountable." 
He said a major problem 
would be in locating a stable, 
underground magma source 
and that despite research ef­ 
forts current methods for the 
magma search were “ still 
crude and impercise.” 
He said, “ Improved tech­ 
niques for finding magma must 
be developed before realistic 
attacks can be launched.” 
Peterson also warned of the 
problem of the mobility of un­ 
derground magma. He said a 
magma reservoir tended to 
move without warning and that, 
unless technology was devel­ 
oped to overcome the move­ 
ment, a power plant could be 
rendered useless in a matter of 
a few weeks if it were built 
near a magma reservoir 


Congress To Explore 
Entering Live Media 


NEW YORK (AP) - On Feb. 
20, a congressional committee 
will start hearings that eventu­ 
ally could lead to live radio and 
television coverage of those 
great debates everyone reads 
about but rarely sees or hears 
— the verbal wars in the House 
and Senate chambers. 


Its an idea that s kicked 
around for years, yet in this era 
of the electronic journalist, nei­ 
ther the House nor the Senate is 
allowing live broadcast cover­ 
age of its floor debates 


The Joint Committee on Con­ 
gressional Operations, which 
will hold the coming hearings, 
began studying the matter last 
year. 


It recently gave Congress a 
report that, to no one’s sur­ 
prise, said when the President 
speaks, he readily gets national 
broadcast coverage; when Con­ 
gress speaks, its impact is frit­ 
tered away in the broadcast 
shuffle. 


It said Congress should ex­ 
plore ways to get its views 
across more fully to the public 
and hopefully fix a media ac­ 
cess problem that “poses a 
serious threat to the balance of 
powers between the branches of 
the national government." 
It noted that the President 


“ can routinely present his 
views to the people, directly 
and in his own words," on the 
networks and other broadcast 
media but that congressional 
views filter out through net­ 
work news organizations, usual­ 
ly in highly fragmented form. 


Despite the report’s concern 
over the President’s ready ac­ 
cess to national broadcast time, 
this won’t be the focus of the 
coming hearings, says Gene Pe­ 
ters, staff director of the com­ 
mittee involved. 
“ It’s an incidental aspect of 
it, but it’s not the prime pur­ 
pose of the hearings,” he said, 
noting they’ll cover not only 
chamber debate but also com­ 
mittee sessions. 
“ Basically, what we’re look­ 
ing into is how we (Congress) 
can get our message across and 
why 
we’re 
not 
getting it 
across,” he said 
“ We also want to know what 
people in the broadcasting in­ 
dustry think about what we’re 
doing and how we could im­ 
prove it. 
“It’s really exploratory, to 
get the ideas together,” he said. 
A spokesman for Sen. Lee 
Metcalf. D-Mont., cochairman 
of the committee, said the hear­ 
ings will be held Feb. 20-21 and 
on March 7 and 12.

Keep On Punching 


By LEE TREVINO 
The only cheating I recommend is wind-cheating, and the 
best way to beat a head-on wind is with a punch shot. 
The best conditions for a good punch shot are these: Hit 
from a hard surface, hit into the wind, and hit toward a 
green that slopes toward you. 
The secret to a punch shot is that you never finish the 
swing. It’s like chopping into a log, with no follow-through. 
Play the ball back toward the right foot, with the hands in 
front of your left pocket. In effect, this turns an &-iron into a 
6-iron and keeps the ball low. 
» Never try to carry the ball to a lofted green with a punch 
shot. It won’t stop. Hit it low and run the ball up to the 
putting surface. 
Soft turf and a good lie make a punch shot unnecessary. 
And if the grass is fluffy, the ball will“float,” It won’t have 
any spin, so it may wind up in the parking lot. 
A punch is a finesse shot. Some guys gamble that they can 
pull it off just to impress their playmates. Then they Wow the 
shot, bend a club and sting their hands by digging in too deep 
— and that’s as much fun as a nasal drip.

THE SKI SCENE 
Different Reasons 
For Sport In Snow 


By CHARLIE COANE 
Not all skiers like to wake up 
very reasonable and guests can 
at the crack of dawn and race 
out and try to be the first ones 
on the slopes to get in the 
maximum number of runs 
And not all skiers enjoy tack­ 
ling the real hairy runs. In fact, 
it would be interesting to profile 
the “average” skier. What type 
of a resort does he prefer? How 
much does he spend on equip­ 
ment? How much skiing does 
he attempt in a given day? 
Well. I won't attempt to do 
that. My point is that persons 
ski for different reasons and 
most resorts respond to this by 
creating certain images and 
appealing to a certain segment 
of skiers. 
The big areas such as Sun 
Valley, Squaw Valley, Heavenly 
Valley and Mammoth might 
appeal to the largest cross sec­ 
tion of skiers, yet there will be 
many skiers who would not ski 
at resorts that are so large. 
Smaller resorts — such as Ta­ 
hoe Donner and Boreal Ridge— 
know they gererally will not 
attract out-of-state skiers or the 
real hot shots. The smaller 
resorts will go after the skiing 
families and have been very 
successful at creating a “re­ 
laxed" atmosphere that cer­ 
tainly has its appeal. 
Tahoe Donner describes itself 
as the “Tahoe Donner Family 
Ski Resort" so that gives you 
an indication where the em­ 
phasis is. And why not? The 
resort is a fairly new operation 
and has developed year-round 
activities. The days of a new 
large ski resort for just skiing 
are gone. Any new develop­ 
ments will be tied in with land 
sales such as the recent devel­ 
opments of Tahoe Donner, 
Northstar and Kirkwood. This

A. The pending suits by the 
SEC and former General Time 
shareholders could result in a 
favorable settlment for the lat­ 
ter. An earlier settlement offer 
by Talley of $9 million in debt 
and equity securities (equal to 
$4.13 per series B perferred 
outstanding) was rejected by 
the plaintiff in the General 
Time shareholders’ class action 
suit. This potential windfall is 
partially reflected in the prem­ 
ium at which the preferred 
shares are selling over their 
conversion value. Nonetheless, 
I would continue to hold the 
shares on the prospect of a 
favorable settlement. 
Q. I bought General Re­ 
search (ASE) at $20 and $9. It 
is now below $1 per share. I 
would greatly appreciate 
your opinion on this stock. — 
HG. 
A. Because this research 
company derives 73 per cent of 
revenues from government con­ 
tracts, the market views Gener­ 
al as being vulnerable to the 


vagaries of federal budget cut­ 
backs. This is perhaps unfound­ 
ed, since sales have moved 
ahead annually over the past 
decade and were up 25 per cent 
in the September quarter. In 
December a $5.1 million add-on 
Army research contract was 
received by GRS. The profit 
picture, which has been more 
erratic in the past, improved in 
1971. In the 1972-73 fiscal year 
an 18 per cent gain in earnings 
was reported While recovery to 
your average cost of $15.50 a 
share would appear to be a 
long-term proposition, partial 
recovery appears possible. 
Q. May I inquire whether to 
sell National Security Bond 
Fund shares now? I am an 
elderly lady. — L.B.

Young Marin Lawmakers 
Like Sacramento Roles 


By JEFF GREER 
Only a shortage of sleep 
marred four exhilarating days 
in Sacramento last week for 
Associate Justice Tony Trem­ 
bly, 17, of Kentfield and cabinet 
member Christopher Morrison, 
16, of San Rafael. 
The two were Marin County's 
highest-ranking participants in 
the annual Model Legislature 
sponsored by the statewide 
Young Men's Christian Associa­ 
tion and local service clubs. 
Sixteen other Marin teen­ 
agers attended. Some were as­ 
semblymen, some senators and 
others were lobbyists. A total of 
750 California teen-agers took 
part. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, Assem­ 
bly Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Los 
Angeles, and other members of 
California's real power struc­ 
ture met with the teen-agers or 
watched their realistic sessions. 
The teen-agers took their roles 
seriously and enthusiastically, 
Morrison and Trembly reported 
— even cutting the sleeping 
schedule to ribbons. 
The Supreme Court, with 
Trembly was one of six asso­ 
ciate justices, listened one af­ 
ternoon to two hours of legal 
arguments in a high school 
freedom of the press case, then 
toiled until 1:30 a.rn the next 
day to write its unanimous deci­ 
sion. 
Morrison said that young lob­ 
byists knocked on his hotel 
room door all night long to 
persuade him to tell the gover­ 
nor to support or oppose one or 
the other of the 70 bills debated 
and voted on during the brief 
session. 
Trembly, a senior at Marin 
Catholic High School, said yes­ 
terday he regretted not having 
participated in the government 
program in previous years. 
“ It really teaches you how 
hard the people in government 
actually work,” he said. “ I 
learned more than in a year in 
class." 
Morrison is a junior at Marin 
Catholic. His sister Lisa was 
elected governor of last year's 
Youth in Government program, 
and he was an advocate or 
lobbyist. He said he wants to go 
back next year — perhaps 
trying to win the governorship 
himself. He was appointed to 
the cabinet by this year's gov­ 
ernor, Mark Helm of Holly­ 
wood. because of his work as 
committee chairman during the 
statewide training meetings

that preceded the Sacramento 
session. 


The youthful politicos said 
prior years’ sessions have pi­ 
oneered laws later adopted by 
the real Legislature. “We con­ 
vey what all the youth of Cali­ 
fornia are concerned about." 
Morrison added. 
“Eight years ago, we passed 
the lS-year-old vote: this year 
we passed a bill to legalize 
alcohol for 18-year-olds." Mor­ 
rison explained. 
The Marin Chapter of the 
YMCA this year successfully 
sponsored a bill calling for a 
statewide ballot on whether city 
and county governments could 
outlaw communal residences. 
The bill was passed by the 
model Legislature and signed 
by Helm. Other counties' bills 
concerning capital punishment 
were defeated, and a joint reso­ 
lution calling for President Nix­ 
on’s impeachment lost after hot 
debate, Morrison reported. 
A printed report containing 
all the 1974 session's bills was 
presented to Reagan, Morrison 
reported 
This was only the second year 
the program included the judi­ 
ciary branch of government. 
Almost 50 teen-agers were 
judges or attorneys in the ap­ 
peals courts or were supreme 
court justices. 
The teen-agers worked in the 
Capitol and lived in nearby 
hotels, often rubbing shoulders 
with their adult counterparts. 
Morrison recalled slipping 
into the Senate chamber to 
watch the real lawmakers

"It was pretty funny on the 
Senate floor. 
People were 
asleep; some were reading pa­ 
pers or sending notes to each 
other while someone was really 
involved in giving a speech,” he 
said. 
“I already knew that most of 
them knew how they were 
going to vote because of com­ 
mittee hearings or party lines.” 
The youthful politicos session 
lacked only w e trapping of the 
real thing — they had no formal 
party organizations, but formed 
loose alliances along conserva­ 
tive or liberal lines. 
The teen-agers published cap­ 
ital newspaper, with two edi 
tions daily, and were watched 
by 90 foreign exchange stu­ 
dents.

Floating More Debt 
To Hike Inflation 


Periwinkle As Medicine 


comes out to $21,280,000,000. 
That is more than the total debt 
of the United States three dec­ 
ades ago. It is more than the 
total federal budget for any 
year prior to World War II. 
And that’s just to pay the 
interest. 
These figures are, perhaps, 
too big to grasp. But in them is 
the story of the primary cause 
of inflation: deficit spending of 
our money by the government. 


IN 1910, when the federal 
debt per capita was $12.41, a 
dollar would buy a great deal. 
Even in 1930, when the debt per 
capita was $131.51, it would buy 
quite a lot. But when the debt is 
$2,250 per capita, each dollar 
will buy very little. 
This is so because the dollars 
are based, not on any substan­ 
tial form of wealth, but on the 
taxings and borrowings of the 
government. They are, in ef­ 
fect, promissory notes. And the 
promissory note of someone 
who — like the federal govern­ 
ment — overdraws his bank 
account four years out of every 
five is not worth much. 
Pay 
raises 
thus 
become 
meaningless. So, to large ex­ 
tent, do increased profits. The 
dollar’s decline wipes them out. 
They are just figures on paper. 
They will buy nothing. 


THESE ARE “ the harder 
costs of inflation.’’ Neither 
president nor Congress can be 
expected to face up to them. To 
stop this gradual bankrupting 
of the populace requires putting 
the federal government on a 
pay-as-you-go basis, like the 
governments of California and 
39 other states. 
To do that would require a 
constitutional amendment. But 
it is doubtful whether any 
amendment since the Bill of 
Rights could be more impor­ 
tant.

“Is it not better if U.S. lead­ 
ers, president and Congress, 
indicate it is time to stop trying 
to avoid the harder costs of 
inflation 
by 
floating more 
debt?” 
That question was put by the 
Christian Science Monitor in an 
editorial on 
Monday. It ap­ 
peared after President Nixon 
had submitted his proposed 
budget for next fiscal year, 
calling for another deficit — 
this time estimated at $9.4 bil­ 
lion ($9,400,000,000). 


THE “HARDER costs of in­ 
flation,” as the Monitor called 
them, are not avoided by such 
unrealistic financing as pro­ 
posed in the president’s budget. 
These continued national over­ 
drafts may save president and 
Congress from facing up to the 
costs, but they do not save us in 
paying them. 
We pay them in the loss of 
real income through the decline 
of the dollar; that is, through 
inflation. 
In only four years of the last 
20 has the federal government 
spent less money than it has 
received. In those 20 years, the 
federal debt has risen by near­ 
ly $126 billion. That $126 billion 
is more than the total federal 
budget for any year prior to 
1967. 


The federal debt is now about 
$470 billion. 


THAT $470 BILLION is not 
owed by somebody in Washing­ 
ton. It is debt owed by all of us. 
The share for each man, wom­ 
an and child in the United 
States is about $2,250. 
To pay the interest on this 
monstrous debt will take seven 
cents of each dollar the United 
States government takes in 
next fiscal year, including 
those nine and four-tenths bil­ 
lion dollars it borrows. 
The cost of that interest alone

providing the training And it limits each 
individual to 18 months in the program. 
As Burton has observed: “ Employers 
cannot afford and cannot be expected to 
bear the full cost of training personnel in 
times when the labor market abounds 
with persons already qualified. If we 
want them to help train Vietnam veter­ 
ans, the state should be willing to support 
a program for that purpose.” 
Ordinarily (me would think such a bill 
falls into the category of what the law­ 
makers term “ motherhood’' legislation. 
How can anyone be against helping 
veterans get training so they can be serf 
sufficient? How can anyone be against a 
program which will not only do that but 
also help industry secure trained person­ 
nel? How can anyone oppose an assist­ 
ance biU which isn't just another hand­ 
out’ 


WELL, THERE HAS been opposition. 
Mostly on the basis that veteran pro­ 
grams are the responsibility of the feder­ 
al government That argument is solid. 
In fact, Governor Reagan vetoed a simi­ 
lar bill by Burton two years ago just on 
that basis 
The problem is the federal government 
hasn't done its job. There is no federal 
program of this kind specifically de­ 
signed for the veteran. And, with revenue 
sharing, the federal government bas 
adroitly shifted some of its responsibili­ 
ties back to the states and local govern­ 
ments. 
The state s employment agency esti­ 
mates there are 898,000 Vietnam vets in 
the California labor market. They figure 
839,000 of them are employed, leaving 
some 30,000 out (rf jobs 
Since last July the employment agency 
has placed about 24,000 vets, but during 
that same penod there were 83,000 appli­ 
cants. 
It seems inescapable that, as the ener­ 
gy crisis puts more and more people in 
the unemployment lines, those with the 
least skills will feel the crunch the most. 
It is also a fair assumption that many of 
those in that category will be the young 
veterans with little or no training. 


There is, it seems to me, grave danger 
that we will not learn the lessons of 
Watergate, whatever the outcome. 
To some people, what is happening now 
is rather like a lynching party. While

Good relations with the Soviet Union 
and China continue to be the first concern 
of President Nixon’s foreign policy. 
His “State of the Union” message 
contained everything which the Kremlin 
could realistically expect ami nothing 
which could possibly offend Peking.

AS FOR THE CHINESE, they give 
every evidence these days of regarding 
an American military presence in Asia as 
a stabilizing and even reassuring condi­ 
tion. It helps to balance the weight on 
them of those half million Russian sol­ 
diers still deployed along their frontier in 
the heart of Asia. 
That ration of praise to the Kremlin for 
being helpful in the Middle East was 
particularly interesting.

way, the ultimate objective is the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
The figure-of-speech of lynching is not 
intended to prejudge guilt or innocence. 
It describes the emotions of many Ameri­ 
cans. It suggests that if the lynching is 
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generation of hostility between Egypt and 
Israel. Henry Kissinger has proved to be 
equally popular in both Cairo and Tel 
Aviv; if anything, more so in Cairo. The 
Kremlin will get one plus out of a real 
settlement. The reopening of the Suez 
Canal will clear the naval supply line for 
Soviet naval forces in the Indian Ocean. 
But this gain will be offset by some 
serious losses. Moscow has long benefited 
from trouble in the Middle East because 
the American association with Israel 
gave Moscow a welcome among most of 
the Arab leaders. A troubled Middle East 
was a happy hunting ground for Soviet 
influences. 
But no Soviet diplomat could have been 
acceptable to Israel as a mediator. In 
fact there are no diplomatic relations 
between Moscow and Israel. On the other 
hand U.S. Secretary (rf State Kissinger 
has long worked overtime reopening 
American relations with Arab capitals. 
He had cultivated them, and that cultiva­ 
tion is now paying rich dividends Ameri­ 
can diplomacy is welcome on both sides. 
Both look to Mr. Kissinger to protect 
their respective interests in a reasonable 
settlement. 
Hence, a settlement means a prospec­ 
tive loss of Soviet influence in the area 
and a rise of American influence. It must 
be painful for the Kremlin to watch Mr. 
Kissinger doing so well. It was gracious 
— and prudent — of Mr. Nixon to give 
the Soviet Union that friendly pat on the 
back for being helpful. Apparently, it was 
also justified. They are said to be urging 
the Syrians along the road to disengage­ 
ment which the Egyptians are already 
traveling. Since they provide most of the 
arms Syria gets, their word may well be 
heeded 


MR NIXON WAS justified in pointing 
with pride to his achievements in big- 
power diplomacy There is no doubt that 
the United States has easier relations 
with the only two other big powers right 
now than at any time since the end of 
World War II. Were he a Roman emper­ 
or, be could be leading the procession 
through the forum to the Temple of Mars 
where he could dose its doors for the 
first time in 34 years. 
The United States has been at war or 
“cold war" with military overtones from 
the time Hitler invaded Poland in 1939. 
From then until these times there has 
never been a year of stable peace. Of 
course many people question bow stable 
the peace is today. Yet the fact is that no 
American soldier is officially in combat 
anywhere in the world 
And there are 
easy diplomatic relations with the only 
other two great powers, the Soviet Union 
and China. 


In both the diplomatic and the military 
sense the United States today is more 
nearly at peace in a more stable world 
than has been known among the great 
powers since the Pax Britannica of the 
19th century. 


SUCH DANGER as there is to the 
United States today does not come from 
its external rivals, but rather from its 
own unresolved economic problems at 
home The American economy is under 
strain, and in the long run the strength of 
a 
country and tile 
soundness of its 
military posture is built on its economy. 
Unless that be sound, the superstructure 
is fragile and unreliable. 
The superstructure today is excellent 
The foundation needs repair 
r l974 The Christian Science 
Publishing Society 


accomplished, we will go on with busi­ 
ness as usual, failing to take advantage 
of the opportunity for a much deeper 
national cleansing. 


THE FIRST LESSON is that corrup­ 
tion. moral blindness, Is far from concen­ 
trated in die executive branch (rf the 
government. It runs dangerously through 
the whole system, including the Con­ 
gress, and also impregnates much of our 
total way of life. 
American society (and other nations 
are no doubt vulnerable in various ways, 
but now we are talking about the United 
States) is shot through with various forms 
of dishonesty. Our chief concern might 
well be with crime of which supposedly 
honest and upright people are guilty. 
Millions of otherwise non-criminal citi­ 
zens shoplift. They steal from restau­ 
rants, botels, motels. They penalize hon­ 
est folk by hundreds of millions of dollars 
per year. 
Many of us break the traffic laws 
pretty frequently, going a few miles 
above the speed limit, cheating on traffic 
lights, jaywalking. We are reasonably 
honest, one believes, on income taxes — 
otherwise the system would fail — but 
there is certainly a lot of petty cheating 
in the returns. 
And, of course, there is mammoth 
crime. Big business has had numerous 
scandals on its lap lately, Where inves­ 
tors and institutions were badly defraud­ 
ed. Shoddy products are misrepresented 
as good ones. 
We are inundated by 
mesmeric advertising, trying subtly (and 
sometimes with psychological sledge­ 
hammers) to persuade us that our lives 
will be unfulfilled if we do not have some 
additional indulgence. 


MORE PERTINENT to W atergate, 
though, is the necessity of cleaning up 
Congress. The men who may sit in 
judgment on the chief executive of the 
United States do not aff have clean hands 
or consciences. Frequently, lately, frank 
congressmen have admitted that the

Fouls Up Adoptions 


Thanks for printing Sarah Mizel’s letter 
(I-J, Jan. 28) im the plight of part black 
V ietnam ese-A m erican orphans. She 
rightly questions why it costs so much for 
Americans to adopt one of these children.

WASHINGTON - Ii Watergate a hoax 
to take our minds off the energy crisis? 
Dr. Heinrich Appiebaum, who keeps tabs 
on the Watergate industry, maintains it is 
not. 
“The Watergate crisis is for real, in 
spite of what President Nixon says. In 
fact, it is so serious that I am advocating 
the only way to handle it is to appoint a 
Watergate czar whose functions would be 
similar to those of William Simon, the 
energy czar.” 
“ What would he do?” I asked. 


HE WOULD MAKE sure we would 
never run out of Watergate material. For 
example, the czar would have the power 
to allocate Watergate indictments so 
every state would get a piece of the 
action. At the moment, most barrels of 
indictments are being shipped to Wash­ 
ington, D.C., New York. Florida and 
California. The special prosecutor’s office 
seems to be supplying only their favored 
customers, and this is causing extreme 
hardship in the Middle West where farm­ 
ers and truck drivers were depending (rn 
Watergate to get them through the win­ 
ter." 
“ You do need a c u r to straighten that 
one out,” I conceded 
“One of the problems with the Water­ 
gate crisis is that nobody knows bow 
many barrels of indictments the country 
has on hand The only figures the admin­ 
istration has seen are the ooes printed in 
the Washington Post. The c u r would 
have the authority to demand from the 
special prosecutor’! office a daily report 
on the number of crude indictments it 
has stocked up, as against the refined 
indictments which are ready for trial 
"Dealing with the sh o rtie of White 
House tapes would also be under the 
czar's direction.” Dr. Appiebaum uid. 
“One of the reasons for the shortage is 
that the president’s lawyers have put an 
embargo oo the tapes until Congress goes 
back to the cease-fire lines of 1972. 


“ANOTHER REASON,” said Appl* 
ba urn, “is that the president thought he 
bad more tapes than he really did. There 


means by which they nave raised cam­ 
paign funds bear a lamentable resem­ 
blance to the Agnew devices or the 
pressures applied by Messrs. Mitchell 
and Stans, a am not prejudging the latter 
cases in court but referring to informa­ 
tion already indisputably on the record, 
for which businessmen are not paying 
fines.) 
The power of congressional committee 
chairmen has been blatantly abused, 
usually to load their districts with chunks 
of pork from the federal barrel. Job 
patronage is abused. Deals are made 
with other congressmen which could not 
stand the light of day. 
It is obvious that the power of the 
presidency will have to be moderated 
somewhat, brought within reasonable 
bounds of the system which requires 
checks and balances to be healthy. But 
the power (rf Congress also must be 
moderated. 


EVILS, SURELY, arise from Water­ 
gate: misuse (rf the power of money; an 
abuse of stark power itself, a lack of 
moral perception of right and wrong — of 
the fitness of things. And one should add 
the pernicious doctrine that the end 
justifies the means carried on in a cloak- 
and-dagger age, with techniques once 
reserved for mortal enemies in war, 
masked as “national security.” 
Even if the nation comes to the terrible 
tragedy of the impeachment and trial of 
a president it will not have really touched 
the elements which have corrupted 
American life. Selfishness, greed, materi­ 
alism — false gods — are close to the 
root of the matter. 
We can restructure the system some­ 
what, by reforming campaign financing 
and curbing abusive power. But by tak­ 
ing to heart the necessity of integrity and 
decency in every private life, we can do a 
lot more. We must strive not to miss a 
magnificent opportunity for a better na­ 
tion and society.

But the lawyers have 
denied this and say that most of the 
money they have made on Watergate has 
been plowed back into court appeals and 
invested in new methods of keeping their 
clients out of jail. 
"While this may be true, the public is 
very suspicious of the law industry these 
days, and the czar would have to recom­ 
mend an excess profits tax to make sure 
lawyers dont benefit from Watergate at 
the expense of the rest of the country.” 
Dr. Appiebaum believes although the 
crisis is real there is still enough Water­ 
gate evidence in the country to implicate 
everyone

WINDOW ON THE WORLD 
Bolivian Peasant Revolt 
Brings State Of Siege

Bolivia’s peasants long have 
been an unpredictable people. 
Gen. Hugo Banzer Suarez, the 
nation’s strong man, is finding 
this out as peasant revolts con­ 
tinue to erupt over vast areas 
of the countryside. 


Just a few weeks ago, Gener­ 
al Banzer told some of his 
followers that although he had 
lost important political support 
when the Movimiento Nacional 
Revolucionario withdrew from 
his coalition government, he 
still could count on the nation’s 
peasantry. 
The spreading peasant revolt, 
sparked by huge price increas­ 
es, suggests just how easy it is 
to misread the attitudes of the 
peasantry. 


REPORTS FROM LA PAZ, 
the landlocked nation’s capital 
city, indicate that General Ban­ 
zer, who seized power two and 
one-half years ago, is facing his 
most serious crisis to date as 
the peasants continue to block 
highways, clash with military 
units, and bring the country to 
economic slowdown.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Democratic Secretary of State 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. and Re­ 
publican Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke, 
both gubernatorial candidates, 
ran a legislative budget gaunt­ 
let by proxy yesterday. 


Reinecke emerged relatively 
unscathed. Brown suffered an 
irritating but not serious blow. 
The proposed budgets for the 
men and their staffs have come 
under increasing scrutiny in 
recent years because of the 
possibility taxpayer funds could 
be used for political purposes. 
In 
addition, 
Brown 
has 
stirred the ire of many lawmak­ 
ers because of his enforcement 
of campaign finance laws. 
Aides to both Reinecke and 
Brown were present for the 
first legislative inquiry of the 
year into the amount budgeted 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan for 
their offices during the 1974-75 
fiscal year. 
The Senate finance subcom­ 
mittee chaired by Sen. Alan 
Short, D-Stockton. upheld Re- 
inecke’s appeal for retention of 
two new positions for his office 
at a cost of $20,418 annually. 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post had recommended the 
funding be deleted. He said the 
duties of the two additional 
persons would include speech 
writing and scheduling of public 
engagements. 
Post's budget analysis also 
said Reinecke’s office now has 
19 positions compared to a ‘ jus­ 
tified’’ staff level of 16. 
In supporting the two new 


positions, Sen. Dennis Carpen­ 
ter, R-Newport Beach, the only 
other subcommittee member, 
said. “ I ’d like to see the office 
become increasingly meaning­ 
ful." 
Kenneth A. Carter, an aide to 
Post, told the senators, howev­ 
er, that a “lot” of Reinecke’s 
activities are “ self-generating" 
—ones in which he invites him­ 
self to participate. 
To that, Short replied, “ Well, 
we’re all political animals." 
Carpenter and Short rejected 
the secretary of state’s request 
to keep an “associate govern­ 
mental program analyst" in 
Brown’s Los Angeles office in­ 
stead of Sacramento. 
Post’s analysis declared there 
was “ no benefit" in keeping the 
aide in Southern California. 
Post said he should be in Sacra­ 
mento.
